NEWSQUOTE of the Month 











“In every country I have visited,” said 
a world authority on leprosy, “I have 
found that the really worthwhile leprosy 
work being done was usually the result 
of efforts by a Christian agency or by 
individual Christians.” 

Story behind the quote: Dr. John Lowe, 
senior specialist of the Nigeria Leprosy 
Service, made his observation in a paper 
read to an International Conference on 
Christian Leprosy Work, before a group 
of seventy-five experts on leprosy re- 
search and treatment. The group repre- 
senting fifteen countries met in Lucknow, 
India. The ten-day conference, first of 
its kind, was sponsored by the American 
Leprosy Mission and the London Mission 
to Lepers, which jointly support sixty 
Protestant mission colonies in India. Sad 
note: Leprosy world-wide appears to be 
increasing rather than diminishing. 
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President's Pastor Scores Inadequate - 


President Accepts Bibles for White House 


White House guests in the future will be able to read the Bible in 
their own language as the result of a gift to President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower of a collection of Bibles and New Testaments in seventy-eight 
tongues. Presentation of the Bibles was made at a White House cere- 
mony by Daniel Burke of New York, president of the American Bible 
Society. He told the Chief Executive and Mrs. Eisenhower that the 
Scripture translations span the modern languages from Afrikaans to 
Zulu. 

“The American Bible Society, which is supported by many denom- 
inations and which publishes and distributes the Bible in many lan- 
guages without note or comment,” Mr. Burke said, “presents more 
than seventy of these languages for the use of White House guests. 
We are happy to make this gift, because we know how greatly you 
have emphasized the spirit which the Bible proclaims to all the world.” 


President's Pastor Scores Inadequate Giving 

President Eisenhower heard his pastor criticize Americans for not 
adequately supporting “their best weapon against Communism—the 
Christian Church.” Dr. Edward L. R. Elson made the assertion in a 
sermon at National Presbyterian Church to a congregation which 
included the President and several members of the cabinet. “The 
Christian Church is the most telling antagonist of Communism today,” 
he said, “yet many Christians spend more on one night’s entertain- 
ment than they give in a whole year to Christ’s Church.” 


Church Giving Reported to be Up 8.9 Per Cent 


The Joint Department of Stewardship and Benevolence of the National 
Council of Christian Churches, at the department’s annual meeting in 
St. Louis, reported a gain in church giving of 8.9 per cent over the 
previous year, when the total was $1,286,323,160. The total contri- 
butions to forty-six U.S. Protestant and Eastern Orthodox communions 
was $1,401,114,217 for all purposes in 1952. (Previously the De- 
partment of Commerce had announced that the increase was 7! per 
cent, and later admitted that revised figures would be “considerably 
higher than those we published.” To date the revised figures have 
not been released. ) 

The Stewardship department, formerly the United Stewardship 
Council, has kept statistics on Protestant church giving since 1920. 
The current report for most of the communions covers either the cal- 
endar year 1952 or a fiscal year ending in 1953. 

Report highlights: Benevolence giving by the forty-six communions 
showed a 14.8 per cent gain, with $286,303,369 reported. This repre- 
sented an increase of more than $35,000,000 over the previous year. 

Among the larger amounts included in the total giving were the 
$289,791,195 contributed by members of the Methodist Church, the 
$248,004,319 by members of the Southern Baptist Convention, and 
the $126,455,475 by members of the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 


On a per capita basis, the Seventh-day Adventists led all other

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denominations with an average annual contribution of $165.26 
per member. Four other denominations reported annual per 
member contributions of more than $100: the Wesleyan 
Methodists with $149.56, the Brethren in Christ with $120.44, 
the Church of the Nazarene with $117.97, and the Orthodox 
Presbyterians with $109.34. 

The Free Methodist Church, which last year reported an 
average annual contribution of $194.79 per member, did not 
report for the current year. 

The average U.S. churchgoer increased his per capita con- 
tribution from $38.99 to $41.94, an increase of 7.6 per cent. 


Church Women Bypass Suppers to Raise Funds 
An end of suppers and bazaars as fund-raising devices in 
Evangelical and Reformed churches was forecast at the third 
quadrennial meeting of the denomination’s Women’s Guild, 
meeting in Cleveland, Ohio. In a report of the Guild’s stew- 
ardship department it was disclosed that E and R women 
throughout the country were now raising money for the church 
through direct giving. 

The report said that suppers and bazaars were being 
supplanted in local churches by co-operation in the Fellowship 
of Tithers, which was authorized by the denomination’s 
General Synod in 1950. At that time the synod issued a call 
for direct giving for all purposes. The tithers apply the 
biblical injunction to set aside at least a tenth of all income 
for the Lord’s work. 

‘Looking back over the last four years, the Guild’s Thank- 
Offering Fund reported that $708,580.63 had been raised for 
international and national missions, education and world 


literacy projects. 


Bible Used by Traffic Officials to Save Lives 
In Utah, perplexed traffic officials have enlisted the aid of

a Bible text in an attempt to lower the rising state-wide 
death toll. One use of the Bible text includes the printing of 
Matthew 7:12 (“Therefore all things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to them”) on each 
state inspection sticker, which must be displayed on each 
licensed vehicle for four months beginning February 15. 

The same verse will also be used as a dashboard decal 
reminder and on a Golden Rule Club membership card. The 
project is being sponsored by a newly organized Golden Rule 
Club with the active co-operation of the State Road Com- 
mission. 

Founders of the new club anticipate that similar clubs will 
be formed all over the U.S. and that hundreds of thousands 
of drivers will have the biblical phrase on their dashboards 
to remind them to drive safely and courteously. 


DuPont Employees Increase Church Attendance 
Church membership among DuPont Company employees 
has risen from 74.7 per cent to 89.3 per cent in the past five 
years, according to a survey conducted by Better Living, Du- 
Pont employee magazine. The publication, polling a cross- 
section of 2,200 of the company’s 90,000 employees, found that 
nearly all of the church members spent from two to ten hours 
a month in church work, and that 23 per cent were active in 
church groups. The statistically typical DuPont man is 4 
skilled chemical operator, thirty-two years of age, the poll 
revealed. The composite DuPont female employee is twenty 
seven. 


Valley Forge Chapel Gets New Carillon 

A $750,000 carillon of the states has been dedicated at the 
Washington Memorial Chapel in the 2,000-acre state shrine 
to the Revolution at Valley Forge, Pa. The fifty six-bell set 
and its graceful 112-foot tower represent the fruition of a 
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fifty-year project to which civic leaders and patriotic organi- 
zations of all forty-eight states and the District of Columbia 
have contributed. The dedication recital was given by Arthur 
Bigelow, bellmaster of Princeton University, who installed 
and adjusted the bells. 


Winona Announces Flying Mission Seminar 

pr. John A. Huffman, president of Winona Lake School of 
Theology, has announced a two-month Flying Seminar on 
World Christian Missions. The flight will visit thirty mission- 
ary countries next year and have a fourfold objective: (1) to 
confer with experienced missionary leaders in their respective 
fields; (2) to observe missionary operations in the locales 
where they function; (3) to “enjoy the mutual benefits of 
world-wide Christian fellowship”; (4) to assemble, edit, and 
make available to students of missions valuable materials and 
candid observations relative to the whole problem of world- 
wide evangelization. 


Early Christian Writings Acquired by Institute 

In Zurich, Switzerland, the Jung Institute for Analytical 
Psychology announced that it had acquired a book of Chris- 
tian writings, some of which date from about A.D. 150. 

The book is one of thirteen volumes of Gnostic manuscript 
found in 1945 by Egyptian peasants in some late Greco-Roman 
tombs at a place on the Upper Nile called Nag Hammadi. 
The volumes, containing forty-eight texts or “Gospels” written 
on papyrus, were all bound in leather and were in an excellent 
state of preservation. 

Shortly after their discovery, the books fell into the hands 
of antique dealers or private speculators, but twelve are now 
in the Coptic library in Cairo, where, however, they are not 
made readily available to Western scholars. The Jung Insti- 
tute declined to reveal from whom the thirteenth volume 
was purchased or how it was gotten out of Egypt. 


German Bishops Want Changes in "Martin Luther" 
In Munich, bishops of the United Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in Germany (VELKD) recommended that some scenes 
in “Martin Luther,” an American film, be modified “in order 
not to hurt the feelings of Roman Catholics.” 

The recommendation followed a special showing of the 
film at the annual conference of the VELKD bishops. The 
bishops in general approved the movie as “an impressive 
picture of the history of the Reformation.” 

(In October, Bavaria’s Roman Catholic bishops expressed 
concern at their annual conference that the American picture 
might rip open old wounds and “disturb the good relations 
between the confessions” if exhibited in Germany.) 


Chinese Youth Steals Mission Funds for Reds 

A twenty-year-old Chinese student admitted in a Hong Kong 
court that he stole more than $12,000 from the American 
Methodist Mission in Hong Kong to save the lives of his 
mother and brothers, who are still in Communist China. 

In tears, Au Yeng King testified he was driven to the deed 
in desperation after receiving letters almost daily from rela- 
tives in China saying Communist officials there had threatened 
physical harm and possible death to his immediate family if 
he did not send “at least $10,000.” 

The student fled his homeland when the Communists took 
over and later got a part-time job at the mission. He said that 
last January and March he had access to the office files when 
a mission official, the Rev. Sydney Anderson of Dallas, Tex., 
was away on trips. During these periods, Au said, he forged 
Mr. Anderson’s signature on bank drafts and checks. 

Mr. Anderson testified that young Au had sent him a letter 
admitting the crime, but stating it had been done “only to save 
my family” and begging his forgiveness. He told the court that 
he did forgive the young man, and urged that leniency be 
shown him. When the court released Au under a two-year 
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probation, Mr. Anderson came up to the student and warmly 
shook hands with him. 


Greek Evangelical Arrested for Witnessing 

In Athens, Theodore Cosfikidis, a fifty-five-year-old truck 
driver, was sentenced to four months’ imprisonment and fined 
1,500,000 drachmas ($50) by a magistrate’s court at Verria for 
“proselytizing” on behalf of the Greek Evangelical Church. 
The sentence was imposed for distributing “heretical” tracts, 
which, while “definitely not publications of the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church,” bore no indication of their source. 


Christians in Pakistan Ask Religious Freedom 
Joshua Fazluddin, member of the Punjab Legislative Assembly 
and president of the Christian Constitutional Committee, has 
urged Pakistan’s Law Minister to give clear assurances that 
the concept of religious freedom will be written in the nation’s 
future constitution. 

Mr. Fazluddin said the Law Minister did not touch on the 
question of religious freedom for minorities, especially Chris- 
tians, in winding up debate recently in the Constituent As- 
sembly. He said this “significant omission” has created a 
situation where some explanation is necessary. 

“Pakistan’s Law Minister should take the very first oppor- 
tunity of clearing doubts and misgivings which his silence has 
created,” he said, “especially since there is no Christian repre- 
sentative in the Constituent Assembly at present.” 





SIGNIFICANT NEWS STORY OF THE MONTH 











A “now-it-can-be-told” newsstory is thrilling the hearts of 
thousands of relatives and friends of American POW’s. The 
story, released by the Department of Defense, Washington, 
D.C., tells how the prisoners established and promoted their 
own Christian worship services under the eyes of their Red 
captors in dismal North Korean camps. 

The story revolves around the activities of Staff Sergeant 
Leo E. Cunningham of Portland, Ore., who inspired his fellow 
prisoners in a Red camp near the Yalu River. He was the 
acknowledged spiritual leader there from September 15, 1951, 
to August 28, 1952. 

Although the men at first met secretly, risking severe 
punishment if discovered, they finally in December, 1952, were 
allowed to conduct open meetings. However, all sermons and 
prayers had to be checked by censors before being used. The 
men had only one worn New Testament. With real Yankee 
ingenuity, they devised a supply of hymnbooks boasting ten 
songs which were compiled from memory. Some titles: “I Need 
Thee Every Hour,” “Sweet Hour of Prayer,” “What a Friend 
We Have in Jesus,” and “Jesus is Tenderly Calling Thee 
Home.” The prisoners carved a wooden cross and Corporal 
Herbert M. Romberger of Toledo, Ohio, sketched a pencil 
drawing of the Head of Christ. 

The hand-written hymnals, the carved cross and the 
penciled sketch were “repatriated” with the Americans who 
returned aboard the U.S. transport General Block.

Theologians Economics 

The editorial in the October issue 
which referred to Kenneth Boulding, the 
economist, was of great interest to me. 
It was my privilege to be in a summer 
session this past year where Professor 
Boulding was a visiting lecturer. As a 
result, I read his Economics of Peace. In 
it under the heading, “Left-Wing Illu- 
sions,” he writes: 

“In the United States and in Britain 
these antics [overt left-wing activities 
of thoroughgoing Communists], and 
their evident connections with the 
winds that blow from Moscow, have 
completely discredited the Communists 
politically—a fact which may have 
been recognized in the dissolution of 
the American Communist Party. In 
these countries, then, the most power- 
ful left-wing influence is that of Chris- 
tian-humanist ‘idealism. It stems 
mainly from the Christian doctrines 
of the brotherhood of man, the unity 
of the human family, and the Chris- 
tian ideal of the life of love and serv- 
ice. Its historical origins are to be 
found perhaps in the ‘Christian social- 
ists’ of the nineteenth century, and the 
‘social gospel’ that grew up out of lib- 
eral Protestantism. 

“It is not particularly a product of 


orthodox Christianity, whether Catho- 
lic or Protestant, which tends to be 
conservative in economic and _ social 
matters, concentrating its attention on 
the relation of the soul to God and of 
God to the world. It is, however, highly 
characteristic of the humanist quasi- 
religion which is dominant in intel- 
lectual and formally educated circles; 
it is, indeed, more humanist than 
Christian, in spite of its Christian 
origins. It lays more emphasis upon 
happiness than goodness, on welfare 
than salvation, on human brotherhood 
than on divine fatherhood. In its most 
developed forms it is completely hu- 
manist, and strips itself of all theo- 
logical clothing. Even in its least osten- 
sible religious form, however, as in the 
writings of Stuart Chase in America 
or Professor Carr in Britain, it pre- 
serves a certain note of Hebrew proph- 
ecy; a call to economic repentance and 
a promise of dire things to come if we 
do not repent, plus the vision of the 
kingdom of comfortable righteousness.” 
Bouiding could have also said, I sup- 
pose, that of all that has been written 
by economic theorists, little was put into 
motion until the “theologians” of this 
Christian-humanist group began to spell 
these things out in the liberal pulpits of 
the land and popular action was taken 
in many economic fields where real social 
and economic ills prevailed. To the 
evangelical this point must be brought 
home . . to our shame.—Robert L. 
Wendt, Meredith College, Raleigh, N.C. 


Forgotten Stanza 

In looking through my November copy, 
I noticed on page 43, a verse which I 
recognized as part of an old hymn. I 
note you have it marked “author un- 
known.” 

I immediately turned to my copies of 
the last two editions of the Methodist 
Hymnal and found the hymn, “How Gen- 
tle God’s Commands,” which I’m sure 
you will recognize. It was written by 
Philip Doddridge (1702-1751). 

I find eight hymns by this author in 
the present Methodist Hymnal and twen- 
ty-two in the previous one. Among some 
of the better known are “The King of 
Heaven His Table Spreads,” “Grace, ‘tis 
a Charming Sound,” “O Happy Day, 
That Fixed My Choice,” and “Awake My 
Soul, Stretch Every Nerve.’—William E. 
Cook, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

The editors’ failure to identify the 
quoted verses of this great hymn is of 
course inexcusable—but only confirms 
the tendency to overlook second stanzas. 


Men and Missions 

Your editorial “In Defense of the Men” 
[September] is timely and should be a 
corrective to loose thinking and talking 
about the proportion of men to women 
missionaries. It is true that the women 
outnumber the men, and that many 
mission stations are “manned” entirely 
by women, but the picture is not nearly 
as bad as generally shown. Last year a 
prominent missionary speaker was re- 
ported to have stated, “Five out of every 
six missionaries are women” and “60 per 
cent of all missionaries last only one 
term of service on the field.” Feeling 
that such was not the case in our mis- 
sion, I went over our records and found: 

Proportion of men to women mission- 
aries: men, 37 per cent, women, 63 per 
cent. (This proportion has remained 
unchanged for sixty years.) 

Present field staff: married couples,

Many a preacher or other servant of God who has 
worked too hard and seemingly accomplished too little 
in the past twelve months may be in need of a reminder 


such as we saw and clipped some time ago. This word 
was in the form of a brief article, “Too Much Rush,” by 
H. Tjepkema and appeared in The Free Methodist. It 
read as follows: 

“Today the preacher is a worker, not a witness; a 
plodder, not a preacher; a manager, not a minister; an 
administrator rather than an ambassador; he studies 
methods rather than the Word of God; he has an office 
rather than a study... 

“There is a frantic grasping for new methods, to find 
something which will make the kingdom go. It would 
appear that God is bankrupt. This hectic rush somehow 
to drive the thing into production is a poor testimony to 
a needy world. The world has enough nervous anxiety 
and unrest and unsureness without the church adding to 
it. This straining at the work, under conviction for poor 
results, may be better than doing nothing, but it does not 
get at the root of the trouble. The man filled with the 
Spirit and full of love does not work for God under the 
strain and goading of conviction because of small statistics. 
He works because of love, and the anointing of the Holy 
Spirit takes out the strain and anxiety. 

“The notion today is that so many programs, plus so 
much activity, plus so many projects, will bring results. 
This in itself will not advance the kingdom. Unless God 
the Holy Spirit comes upon the scene, souls will not be 
convicted and converted. And our hectic rushing will 
not bring the Spirit. 

“Let us get the root of the matter: we are not satisfied 
with the statistics; we have not the spiritual capital to 
get spiritual results through the Holy Spirit; we are not 
willing to pray and wait on God and so we 
rush out to make the thing work with a multiplication 
of methods and with human enthusiasm. We ignore the 
time-tested worth of the ordinary work (though it is not 
common any more) of intercessory prayer, persistent 
calling, heartfelt testimonies, and scriptural preaching. 

“These quotations from The Way to Pentecost by 
Samuel Chadwick may fit well here: 

“‘The church that multiplies committees and neglects 
prayer may be fussy, noisy, and enterprising, but it labors 
in vain and spends its strength for nought. It is possible 
to excel in mechanics and fail in dynamic. There is a 
superabundance of machinery; what is wanting is power. 
To run an organization needs no God. Man can supply 
the energy, enterprise and enthusiasm for things human 
.. . The energy of the flesh can run bazaars, organize 
amusements (we might add, run the movie projector) and 
raise millions; but it is the presence of the Holy Spirit 
that makes a temple of the living God—it comes only by 


prayer.’ ” 

Some readers may think the above is unduly severe. 
Yet if it seems to have a barb, we suspect it is largely 
because of the weight of truth which it carries even 


though we might not express ourselves exactly in this way. 
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Rendering a spiritual service is always more difficult 
than performing a mere task. Yet the pastor, and the 
individual in other phases of Christian work as well, 
should never forget that it is to spiritual service he has 
been called. 


Methods are not to be despised. Certainly they are all 
right in their place. Peter, Paul—even the Lord Jesus— 
followed what might be called methods, but they did not 
depend upon them. 


If we have been pressed into reliance on methods by 
hurry, then it is time to slow down. If we have been 
driven to place our trust in them by our concern for 
Statistics, then we need to get alone with God and ask 
Him for a new vision of what He has for us to do. 


Above all, let us not be misled into the belief that 
activity is service, or that effort alone can be the key to 
fruitfulness for God in 1954. 


How Catholie is Colombia? 


Roman Catholics have long resented the presence of 
Protestant missionaries in Latin America. They have 
insisted that the countries south of us are entirely Cath- 
olic in faith. To send missionaries to them as if they 
were heathen, they say, is an insult. They neither need 
nor want our missionaries. To keep on sending them is 
a hindrance to neighborly relations between our coun- 
tries, so they declare. 

The fallacies of this argument have long since been 
shown. George P. Howard’s book, Religious Liberty in 
Latin America, was an especially effective answer. But 
some of the claims are still being made. On Dr. Milton 
Eisenhower’s recent good-will trip, staunch Roman 
Catholics in two countries presented him with formal 
appeals to get the Protestant missionaries out. One of 
those countries was Colombia. 


Is Colombia really all Catholic? At the same time 
that Catholic apologists were making this claim, the 
fanatically Catholic government of Laureano Gomez was 
in practice denying it. Early in 1953 it signed a new 
concordat with the Vatican (see “Missions,” p. 38). By 
that agreement, instead of claiming that all of Colombia 
was now in the Catholic Church, the government 
promised a great enlargement of the “mission territories.” 
To judge by the concordat, most of the country is still in 
need of Catholic missions—more, in fact, than at the 
beginning of the century. 


This puts the Roman Catholics on the horns of a 
dilemma. If the concordat gives an honest picture of the 
needs of the country, then Colombia is far from com- 
pletely Catholic. Four hundred years of Catholic mis- 
sionary effort without competition have failed to make 
the whole country Catholic. In fact, the church has been 
losing ground. 

On the other hand, the concordat itself may be at fault. 
Then we have the picture of an underhanded attempt to 
suppress religious liberty by agreement which could not 
be done by law. The concordat states that only the 
Roman Catholic missionaries may give religious instruc- 
tion in “mission territories.” If such areas are not en- 
titled to religious liberty, then the enemies of liberty can 
extinguish it by simply enlarging the borders of the 
“mission territories.” When civilized towns older than 
Plymouth, Mass., or Jamestown, Va., are included in such 
“mission territories,” what is to keep some future con- 
cordat from covering Medellin or even Bogota itself? 


The conclusion is inescapable. Either Colombia is not 
nearly so Catholic as we have been made to believe, or 
the government and the Vatican have connived in a bit 
of skulduggery that threatens the limited amount of reli- 
gious liberty the Colombians still enjoy. H.R.C. 








Those Un-comic Comie Books 


After reading the article, “What Parents Don’t Know 
About Comic Books,” in the crusading Ladies’ Home 
Journal for November, we are persuaded that not enough 
adults are reading the comics. This would not be serious 
but for the fact that children are—at the rate of some 85 
million a month. 

For those who really care about the spiritual and moral 
welfare of children—and that should include every reader 
of Moopy Montuty—there is a disturbing array of facts 
in the above-mentioned article, an excerpt from a soon- 
to-be-published book, Seduction of the Innocent, by Dr. 
Fred Wertham. 

According to Dr. Wertham, the big swing in comic 
books is toward exploiting crime. So far as possible, 
publishers are presenting their wolves to the newsstands 
in the most innocent of sheep’s clothing. Typical titles 
say, “Crime Doesn’t Pay,” “How Police Smash the Per- 
fect Crime” and “Crime Can’t Win,” yet the comics 
themselves are shamelessly devoted to dramatizing crime, 
picture by picture, detail by detail. Many give minute 
instruction in how to shoplift, steal, kill, torture or commit 
some other crime. Brutality and horror are exploited 
to the full. 

Adults who by and large read newspaper comic strips 
are protected by the editors who censor such comics care- 
fully. Even certain branches of the Navy have moved 
to protect our sailors from too “gory” comic books. As 
yet, however, no purposeful move has been made to 
protect the boy or girl in your home or in your neighbor- 
hood from the comic book in easy reach on a newsstand. 

The world recoils at the thought of warfare by means 
of germs which attack the body. The American public, 
however, is blithely permitting the distribution of far 
more deadly germs in exchange for the nickels and dimes 
of children. Meanwhile the juvenile courts are seeing 
their sad processions of six and eight and ten year olds 
who “learned how” through the comics. 

It is high time for the Christian, especially the Christian 
parent, to wake up to the fact that the comic book is a 
far more potent adversary than he has probably thought.

The great, overwhelm- 
ing problem about getting the work of 
the Lord done is still this subtle matter 
of human complacency that settles over 
the Body of Christ, and grips believers 
and nullifies their best intentions. 


Are you complacent? They were in 
Jesus’ day. The disciples were. They 
saw nothing to do. On their way to the 
city, although the record doesn’t say 
so, without a doubt they passed this 
woman. Probably most of them saw her, 
but only the Lord saw her need. 


Why didn’t they see it? Could it be 
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because they were too busy thinking 
about getting something into their stom- 
achs? They were taken up with their 
own affairs. While they were in the city, 
they didn’t see the crowd; they didn’t 
have compassion on the multitude. But 
Jesus did. And undoubtedly it was to 
that group that was beginning to throng 
out of the city gates that Jesus pointed 
as He said, “Look, the fields are white 
to harvest.” 

You recall, too, the time Jesus said to 
the young man, “Follow me.” He an- 
swered, “Suffer me first to go and bury 
my father” (Luke 9:59). There is noth- 
ing wrong with carrying out our filial 
responsibilities, but this young man was 
putting that ahead of his responsibilities 
to the Lord. He intended to follow the 
Lord. In substance he was saying, “Yes, 
Lord, I'll be glad to follow You; but I 
have a few matters of business to take 
care of first. When I’m finished with my 
own concerns, then I'll take care of 
Yours.” 

Is that about the schedule of your 
life—your affairs, your business, your 
concern? When they have been cared 
for the Lord can have what’s left over. 
Is that where He fits in? Remember, 
Scripture says of the young man in 
Matthew 21:30, that although he said, 
“I go,” he “went not.” 

The Lord Jesus has said to you, “Son, 
daughter, today .. . today go work in 
My vineyard.” And you’ve said, “Lord,

my life is Yours; what You command, 
I'll do. What I have belongs to You; 
I go.” That’s exactly what the young 
man said, but he “went not.” 


James says, “Go to now, ye that say, 
Today or tomorrow we will go into such 
a city, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain.” Is there any- 
thing wrong with thinking and praying 
and planning to provide for ourselves 
and our loved ones here in this life? 
Not a thing—unless that takes the fore- 
most place. “Whereas ye know not what 
shall be on the morrow. For what is 
your life? It is even a vapor, that ap- 
peareth for a little time, and then van- 
isheth away. For that ye ought to say, 
If the Lord will, we should live, and do 
this, or that.” 


+ WHEN Jesus told His disciples that 
the fields were “white already to har- 
vest,” He saw a throng of people who 
were in need; they were as sheep with- 
out a shepherd. As He looks on the 
world in 1954, surely He is just as com- 
passionate and points again for us to 
see that “the fields are white.” 


I do not know much about farming, 
but I do know that when the harvest 
is white you must get it right now or not 
at all. Do you realize that in much of 
the world today, the harvest is not 
white—it is past! It is past in China. 
It was white, but we slept, and a bamboo 
curtain has come down. The gospel is 
there, yes, and there are believers; God 
has not left Himself without a witness. 
But so far as you and I are concerned, 
the harvest in China is past. 


Colombia was open once and the gos- 
pel could go in, but today Protestant 
mission work is being more and more 
restricted. The harvest may be past 
there, too. Missionaries are still present, 
but no new ones can go in. Again a 
curtain has descended. 


India is still partly open, but the tides 
of nationalism are rising. Missionaries 
are still at work, but God only knows 
when the forces that have acted to expel 
workers in other places will have their 
way and the harvest in India will be 
past. 

Africa? How much longer there? From 
Morocco in northwest Africa through 
French Equatorial Africa and Nigeria 
and on down to the Cape of Good Hope 
tension and unrest are making mission- 
ary work increasingly difficult. The har- 
vest in Africa is white, and unless reaped 
soon it may not be reaped. 


In our own land, in spite of warnings 
and dangers, we stiil have freedom. We 
can still preach the gospel. We have 
our Bibles; we need not hide them. We 
can still give our money. Preachers can 
give out the Word. But someday your 
pulpit may join the silent, empty ones. 


Christian, read your Bible and wit-

+ THERE are three words that Jesus 
spoke that should be before every Chris- 
tian in these days—“The night cometh.” 
Will we keep putting off until tomorrow 
the work He has given us to do until 
it is night, and we are unable to do it? 
A missionary who was held in a Com- 
munist prison camp nearly two years 
tells of his thoughts when he realized 
that he could not witness for Christ. 
There were pitiful men around him— 
men who needed peace . . . needed Christ, 
but his lips were closed. He thought of 
all the times he might have witnessed 
and had not. He promised God that if 
he were ever free again, he would lose 
no opportunity to tell of Christ. Today 
he is free and he is doing just that. 

God never gives a command without 
giving instruction as to how to carry out 
that command. He said, “The fields are 
white.” He said, “The night cometh.” 
But He also said, “Lift up your eyes.” 

Do you remember the time Abraham 
was sO magnanimous with his nephew, 
Lot? “Lot,” he said, “we’re getting too 
wealthy now to live together. We have 
too many flocks to pasture in one place. 
Choose what you want and go your way, 
and I’ll take what’s left.” And Lot, you 
remember, took what he thought was 
the very best. 

We see Abraham as he walked up and 


down. I think he was kicking at the 
leaves and boiling inwardly at the selfish- 
ness of that young whipper-snapper wl.:o 
took the very best and left his aged 
uncle with what remained. 

And then God said, “Abraham, lift up 
now thine eyes ...

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it is now three years since the late 
Dr. H. A. Ironside was called to be with 
the Lord on January 14, 1951, on the eve 
of a preaching tour in New Zealand. His 
name and ministry, however, are still 
fresh in the minds of numbers who re- 
member him as an outstanding Bible 
erpositor of the past half century. 

To a remarkable extent, he was a man 
prepared and ordained of God for a spe- 
cial ministry. Though his formal educa- 
tion ended with grammar school, he was 
well educated and well read, a welcome 
lecturer at seminaries and the author of 
many books. Especially were his mind 
and heart steeped in the Scriptures, 
which he read through at least once a 
year from the time that he was seven. 

Beginning his three-score years of 
Christian service with a brief period in 
the Salvation Army, he later ministered 
the Word of God for thirty-four years 
as a traveling preacher, evangelist and 
Bible teacher. His call _ to foody 
Church—his first and only pastorate— 
came in 1929.

HE most cherished possession of my 

library is a Bible—a good-sized copy 

of the Authorized Version bearing the 

gold imprint on the cover, “H. A. 
Ironside, Oakland, Calif.” 

Well do I remember the day this Bible 
became mine. The famous expositor was 
hearing the close of his eighteen and a 
half years as pastor of Moody Church in 
Chicago, and was packing his library and 
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other personal effects. 

Dr. Ironside had read thousands of 
books in his lifetime, and even though 
he had supplied schools and struggling 
preachers with hundreds of volumes, 
there were still some four thousand to be 
taken from his study and prepared for 
shipment. It was my privilege as his 
assistant pastor to spend several days 
helping him in this task. 


One day upon removing books from 
one of the less frequently used compart- 
ments, my hand produced a fine old dust- 
covered Bible which was literally in 
pieces from extensive use. I noted his 
name and the Oakland address. 

“Yes,” answered Dr. Ironside in reply 
to my question, “that is the Bible I was 
preaching from when I received the call 
to be pastor of Moody Church. And I’ve 
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Flyleaves of Dr. Ironside's Bible became the repository for poems, quotations, sketches and 
even notes in Chinese, which the keen-minded pastor studied as an interesting pastime. 


oe it for a good part of that heimeneed 
’ he added. 

denies the fact that Dr. Ironside 
had been like a father to me, and was 
my ideal as an expositor, I dared to men- 
tion that I would highly value such a 
possession. 

“What would you do with it?” he asked. 

My answer was that I would treasure it 
as a memento of our association in the 
Word as father and son; thus he gave it 
to me. 

Needless to say, I have cherished this 
keepsake, and have had the bookbinders 
restore the binding. It is now in safe 
condition to handle for study. And so far 
as possible I desire to share the treasure 
along its margin and on its flyleaves.

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+ A few moments of browsing through 
his Bible will quickly reveal H.A.I.’s devo- 
tional love for the Book, also his method 
of expounding it. He was probably the 
most famous exponent of verse-by-verse 
exposition of our generation, and literally 
thousands of sheep crowded the great 
Moody Memorial Church week after week 
for more than eighteen years because 
better pasture could not be found any- 
where else. 

His manner of marking the Bible is a 
fascinating study in itself—in fact, all 
the flyleaves are actually covered with 
sayings, poems, diagrams, illustrations, 
epitaphs and even Chinese characters, 
which he studied for recreation. Here and 
there he has noted some of the great 
themes of the Bible which signified the 
power and effectiveness of his preaching. 

Perhaps the richest of the treasure are 
his choice comments scattered over some 
fifteen hundred pages of Scripture, writ- 
ten by him in the margin. Some of the 
choice gleanings—a few of the many 
marginal notes found in each of the 
books of the Bible—follow:

By Willodene M. Hunter 


her brother had received at college 

from a loving aunt. On page 15 she 

was surprised to find a $5.00 bill with 
a note, “To be applied on your tuition.” 
On page 79 was a $10.00 bill with this 
suggestion: “Buy something with this 
that you’ve been wanting, but felt you 
couldn’t afford.” Throughout the book 
she kept finding money. Our son had 
definitely been the poorer because he 
had not read the book his aunt had 
sent him. 

Up to three or four years ago, I also 
was very poor, because I was not reading 
the Book. I talked quite fluently about 
the Bible, and even taught an adult 
Bible class. Indeed, I would have been 
reluctant to admit even to myself, how 
little I actually knew about the Book 
God tells us is the Sword of the Spirit. 
Then one night an evangelist obtained a 
most reluctant promise from me to read 
the entire Bible through in the next 
year. 

Starting the next day, I began to read, 
setting a goal of three or four chapters 
a day. How hard it was at first! So 
much of it seemed dull and meaningless. 
I almost counted the days until the year 
would be over and I could again retire 
my Bible to the shelf. 

Then came a miracle. God began to 
speak to me through His Word. He 
applied verses to my personal need, and 
every chapter and every verse began to 
glow with beauty. The time spent with 
my Bible became the high point of my 
whole day. When I went back to my 
work I felt God’s presence with me. 
“Why didn’t someone tell me about this 
long ago?” I wondered. 

When the year was up I had read the 
Bible from Genesis through Revelation. 
But I didn’t draw a long sigh of relief 
and put it on the shelf—I started out 
with Genesis again. Yes, I promised— 
not an evangelist this time, but God 
Himself—that I would read His Book 
from cover to cover every year I lived. 
I’m reading it now for the fifth time, 
and wouldn’t exchange what it gives me 
for any amount of money. 

My father-in-law was the most Christ- 
like man I have ever known. The secret? 
Every single morning he left his warm 
bed promptly at four o’clock—but not 
to snatch his milk pail and hurry to the 
barn. The cows patiently chewed their 
cuds and waited until five o’clock, for 
unfailingly each morning he spent an 
hour with his Bible and his Lord. I know

now why I never saw him lose his tem- 
per, or heard any but kind and loving 
words pass his lips. 

I’ve found the Bible has the answer 
to every question. If I know it well 
enough, I will know the answer. It’s 
just that simple, and that profound. 

My thinking now is different. Instead 
of being founded on the shifting sands 
of man’s opinions, it rests on God's 
Word. Today I find myself with firm 
convictions about all sorts of things that 
used to be confusing. My Bible reading 
helps me to think as God thinks and 
see as He sees. 

I can no longer fool myself as to what 
God thinks about flattery; about foolish, 
vicious talk; boasting, -hypocrisy; care- 
less, indifferent Christian living, and a 
thousand other things. He has revealed 
His will on all these things as I have 
tarried with His Word. 

Lastly, my Bible is a source of comfort. 
How very, very thankful I was that 
through Bible study and prayer I had 
built up a sizeable bank account of faith 
and trust when a few months ago our 
son, whom we loved better than life 
itself, was drowned! 

Our hearts cried, “Why?” He was a 
radiant Christian, preparing for Chris- 
tian service. Where could I go? Who 
could give me help? I turned to the 
Book, and to the Author of the Book 
whom I had learned to love and trust 
implicitly during sunny days. God wipes 
my tears away long enough for me to 
read it—my hope and only consolation: 
“To die is gain. .. . Precious in the sight 
of the Lord is the death of his saints.... 
Whosoever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die. Believest thou this?” 

Yes, I believe it! In the awful dark- 
ness, I will not doubt what God has told 
me in the light. The answer to grief, 
and loneliness, and disappointment is 


found in His great Answer Book. I'll 
seek it there. and His grace will be 
sufficient. 


It’s not so large—my Bible; not worth 
so much in dollars. It is frayed, and 
marked, and every margin is written full 
of the wonderful things God has whis- 
pered to me as I have read. It is the 
most precious of my earthly possessions. 
With it I can move into any new year 
unafraid.

There was something missing 
among the young people. 
They knew it; 

the pastor knew it. 

Together they found what it was 


on a memorable week end. 


LL of us knew that something was 

missing. There were the young folk 
[ to whom church attendance was sec- 

ond nature because they had come 
regularly ever since their parents had 
carried them to the services. They had 
accepted the Lord, but it all seemed too 
mechanical. There were those on the 
fringe who came only occasionally, as 
they later confessed, to “sit on the hot

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seat” while the invitation was given. 
They knew, somehow, that there was a 
life they were missing. Home responsi- 
bilities and babies were occupying the 
time and interest of the young couples, 
but they knew that even in this they were 
lacking the proper foundation of com- 
munion with God. There were the spir- 
itual casualties from the war. Young 
people were not assuming responsibilities 
in the church, and there was talk of a 
“lost generation.” 

There was a “spiritual nucleus” of 
young folk who were deeply concerned 
but who felt themselves to be somewhat 
above the “worldly group,” who in turn 
looked upon them as prudish hypocrites. 


Our protracted meetings were not reg- 
ularly attended by the young people, and 
the youth conferences offered so many 
social diversions, with the renewing of 
old friendships and the making of new 
friends, that spiritual interests had to 
take second place. 

It was interesting, as we afterward 
learned, how all of us knew that we were 
missing something, yet none of us knew 
how to find it. It was in desperation, 
almost as a last resort, that I, as the 
pastor, suggested a youth retreat. 


+ THE young people were enthusiastic. 
A committee, composed of the heads of 
the youth groups, was immediately

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formed, and we went to work on the 


plans. I purposely stayed in the back- 
ground, but found that they were glad 
to follow my suggestions in the things 
which I considered important. 

We determined from the beginning 
that the retreat should not duplicate 
either the regular activities of the church 
or the summer Bible camps. Since our 
great need was to develop true Christian 
fellowship among the young people of 
the local church, we decided to set up 
no relationships which could not be con- 
tinued in the ordinary schedule of the 
church. For this reason we did not 
invite young people from other churches 
and we did not call a guest speaker. The 
young people themselves were to lead the 
preliminaries of each session, after which 
the service would be turned over to me. 

Due to a number of conflicting events, 
the choice of the right week end proved 
a bit difficult. The winter months offered 
fewer competitive attractions. Moreover, 
we felt that cold weather and snow would 
keep the young people together and 
would reduce the temptation to wander 
away. These factors led us to decide on 
a winter retreat, which of course made 
it necessary to choose a_ conference 
ground with heated living quarters. 

We limited our group to college age 
youth, young married couples and high 
school seniors. The only exceptions were 
a few teen-agers who gave evidence of 
sufficient maturity to fit into the adult 
pattern of the program. 

With understandable concern, several 
adults offered considerable sums of 
money “to make it possible for more 
young people to go.” We discouraged 
this, but urged the young people them- 
selves to make contributions to help 
those who could not afford to go. We 
found this to be a valuable lesson in 
Christian responsibility. This was the 
first material sacrifice some of them had 
ever made for the spiritual benefit of 
someone else. Relatives and friends, on 
the other hand, were encouraged to as- 
sume the responsibility for the children

of young couples who desired to go. Chil- 
dren were not permitted to attend. The 
church was glad to release the pastor for 
the Sunday morning of the retreat. 


+ WE planned the publicity program well 
in advance. Letters, notices, telephone 
calls and pulpit announcements stressed 
the dates and emphasized the following 
items: 

1. Serious-minded young people seek- 
ing reality in spiritual experience were 
invited to come away from the busy 
world to spend a week end together. 

2. There would be no coercion or out- 
ward pressure for public decisions. No 
situations would be permitted which 
might be embarrassing to people who 
were sensitive about their spiritual con- 
dition. 

3. There would be no formal preaching. 

4. Those who expected to attend were 
invited to sign the registration card 
which contained the statement: 

“I hereby indicate that I am coming 
in a spirit of good will. I understand 
that the entire group will form a family 
unit, doing everything together as much 
as possible. I agree to remain with the 
group, following the program as out- 
lined, as a member of a mature com- 
munity. I understand that, apart from 





” 


this, there will be no formal rules. 

Our first retreat brought about fifty 
young people. Later week ends reached 
nearly one hundred, which, I believe, 
approaches the upper limit in numbers 
for a successful camp of this nature. 
No retreat has failed to strike right at 
the heart of our greatest problems and 
to give us exactly what we were missing. 


+ THE program of this initial retreat 
went something like this: 

Friday evening. It had been announced 
that registration would begin at 8:00 
p.m. We found that people kept coming 
in until about 9:30. Someone had been 
appointed in advance to collect fees and 
to assign rooms. 

Work assignments were made as soon 
as possible after the guests arrived. The 
young people assisted with the serving 
of the meals and washing dishes, but did 
not prepare the food. We made it a rule 
to have no meeting in progress while 
any of the young people were working 
in the kitchen. 

We were fortunate ii having a com- 
fortable meeting room with an open fire- 
place. We set up the chairs informally, 
and I arranged to sit behind a small 
table while I spoke.

How do you get your sermon...or is it where? 


Here a preacher searches for a sermon and receives 


a message that revolutionizes his preaching! 


ones tacked on the end of “prelim- 

inaries,” long-winded ones that had 

an ideal quitting place fifteen min- 
utes before the end. There are those 
designed to “bring peace” to the restless 
listener, which usually result in rocking 
them to sleep spiritually. There are those 
that keep the congregation on the edge 
of the pew through hair-raising illustra- 
tions, which invariably leave the same 
congregation on the edge of spiritual ex- 
perience. Then there is the message... . 

What kind are you preaching or going 

to preach? Just what is your calling any 
way? Better think about it if you are not 
sure, for what you consider your ministry 
to be and what you believe about God’s 
Word will predetermine the kind of ser- 
mon you will preach and how you will 
go about getting it. 
Fresh from the seminary o. Bible 
school you have all kinds 
of lecture notes and sugges- 
tive ideas for your barrel of 
sermons. You have a good 
collection of illustrations 
and anecdotes. You pretty 
well know the angles of 
preaching from the intra- 
mural] shop talks—though 
that is not what you called 
them—with other semina- 
rians and preachers. You’ve 
read the books and have studied the 
styles. All you need is experience, a 
chance. 

To that we say, Amen. And as experi- 
ence comes you begin to use your mate- 
rials. Moreover, you add some of your 
own. And you are getting to know people. 
You are eager to minister to their needs. 
You are preaching for a verdict; you 
want to move people, to fire them with 
your zeal, to help them see it as you do. 
God has bigger things ahead for you, you 
are sure—and for them, if they will 
accept your message and leadership. 

Under the pressure of your own Zeal 
and the shock of discovering how very 
needy your flock is—why, even some of 
the church officials don’t know the score 
spiritually—you are being hard put to 
create two new sermons or more every

week. Besides, there are a lot of things 
to do in the ministry. Gradually getting 
that sermon ready becomes a gigantic 
tussle. You have to beat a deadline. You 
sweat and pray. 

May the prayer be answered! The 
perspiration you can charge to experi- 
ence. If you do the right thing now, you 
may last more than four years in your 
present charge, and have yet a profitable 
and long ministry. 

Right now is a good time for you to 
have a long talk with your Lord about 
the preacher in your church. You have 
been testing out some ideas you had, 
trying some techniques you were taught, 
working like a beaver; it is time for you 
to listen. 

But you say to God, “Lord, I need a 
sermon for Sunday.” 

And He replies, “What you need, son, 
is a message.” 

His word brings back the saying of 
your old Prof, “Three points to your ser- 
mon? Be sure you have a point!” You 
spend time with God, and then you say, 
“Yes, Lord, I must have a message, be- 
fore I have a sermon.” And then stretch- 
ing forward in prayer with the boldness 
of a Moses, you say, “O Lord, whether 
or not I have a sermon to present to the 
people, I’ll never again enter my pulpit 
without a message from Thee!” You 
know God hears you, because this is 
from your heart. 


+ So it is a message you are after first~-. 
it is not a topic on which to preach; it is 
a message from God, not an alliterated 
outline, not something timely from the 
promotional calendar, or some contro- 
versy from the religious page. It is not 
even Spurgeon, or Maclaren, or Whyte, 
or Moody, or Truett redressed in your 
personality, with that gripping poem for 
a finale. You have decided that God is no 
respecter of persons; you can have hand 
to hand dealings with Him as well as 
Moses, the ancients, even Paul. You are 
going to drink from the original spring 
for yourself. Happy the decision, and 
power to you! Your people are going to 
like this! 

But where are you going to get the 
message? From the Bible, of course. Very 
well, but it’s a big Book! Where in the

Bible are you going to get a message from 
God that will become the substance of a 
sermon for your people, the preaching of 
which will please God and bless your 
parish? 

Suppose we ask the Bible itself where 
in the Bible we can get a message. Its 
answer is, “All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works.” 

All of the Word is God-breathed. No 
wonder Jesus could cry in the face of 
Satan, “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” No wonder 
Jeremiah could scorn the _ popular 
preachers of his day with, “What is the 
chaff to the wheat? saith the Lord. Is 
not my word like as a fire? saith the 
Lord; and like a hammer that breaketh 
the rock in pieces?” 

II Timothy 3:16 is from a shop manual, 
and describes a procedure to be adopted 
in sermon-making. Like Timothy, we too 
are to preach the Word; and you con- 
clude from that instruction, as well as 
from the examples of our Lord’s preach- 
ing and that of the apostles, that their 
preaching was a heralding of the Word 
of God. 

Let God’s preachers, therefore, fall 
upon their faces before their Lord and 
be astonied at the beauty and power 
of the Book. Let them hear the psalmist 
say, “Thou has magnified thy word above 
all thy name.” Now let their prayer 
ascend, “O Lord, let us be expositors of 
Thy Word.” 

God bless that decision! So now you 
are going to be an apostolic preacher, 
that is, a biblical preacher, and you are 
going to preach expository sermons. You 
will not pray, “Lord, help me to fashion 
this passage,” but rather, “Let my soul 
and mind be poured into the mold of 
Thy Word.” You will not force the pas- 
sage to say what you think it should, but 
you will command your powers to accept 
and believe what it says. 

And now that you have determined to 
be an expository preacher, you can have 
no fear about where to turn for next 
Sunday’s sermon. It will be the succeed- 
ing passage of Scripture. All the energy 
you burned up in friction searching for 
a sermon topic can now profitably func- 
tion in grasping and digesting the meat 
of that particular passage. 


+ Now you are after a message, remem- 
ber? But the Bible, although divinely 
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designed for the total perfection of the 
man of God, is a large Book. Where shall 
you begin your expository studies for 
God’s message to you and your people, 
and for your Sunday sermons? 

We can only point you to history, the 
history of the early Church. I assume 
that you desire to have a New Testament 
church? You are aware, I am sure, that 
the Gospels which introduce us to the 
New Testament did not introduce Chris- 
tianity in the first century. Matthew, 
Mark and Luke were not in circulation 
until about A.D. 60, and John not until 
about A.D. 85 or 90.

The first New Testament scriptures 
which the early Church had was James, 
and Paul’s epistles to the Thessalonians, 
Corinthians, Galatians, and Romans. 
These were known and read before the 
Gospels we have were written. While the 
Gospel tradition was still oral and in 
outline form (Luke 1:1-4), these epistles 
formed the thought-life and practices 
of the New Testament churches in the 
first half of the first century. If the early 
pattern is worth repeating, it would do to 
acquaint your people with these epistles 
in toto. So, as a beginning, we might 
plan an exposition of one of these epistles, 
thus following an early precedent. 

For an illustration, let us suppose you 
have discovered some problems existing 
in the life of your church that are not 
too unlike those Paul found in Corinth. 
You would like to have this tangle 
straightened out. After prayer your mind 
is made up to present an exposition of 
I Corinthians so that your people may 
learn how God dealt with these same 
difficulties, with a view to a home-appli- 
cation of your findings. 


+ Now your immediate object is not 
next Sunday’s sermon, which is rushing 
at you sixty minutes to the hour, but 
to get the message which God has put 
in I Corinthians. “But,” you protest, “the 
message of I Corinthians? Why, there 
are sixteen chapters in the letter, and a 
great variety of subjects!” 

Ah, yes, you see the trees in the forest. 
Chapter one is full of divisions over 
personalities; two deals with the spiri- 
tual epistemology; three with spiritual 
growth and building; and so on through 
the book—the message of I Corinthians! 

Very well, but let us determine with 
King David, “Neither will I offer burnt 
offerings unto the Lord my God of that 
which doth cost me nothing.” If it is 
going to cost you toil to get God's mes- 
sage from I Corinthians, you pay the 
price: you carefully read JI Corinthians. 

You have been thinking that the over- 
all problem of the Corinthian correspond- 
ence is the business of ministering to a 
divided church, but when you arrive at 
the last verse of the second epistle, a 
bell rings — “communion of the Holy 
Ghost”—“fellowship of the Holy Spirit”— 
“fellowship.” You turn back quickly to 
the introduction of I Corinthians. It was 
there all the time, and you had missed it. 

As you have learned, the apostolic in- 
troductions in the New Testament are 
introductions. By the time you reach the 
seventeenth verse of the first chapter of 
Romans you know that the subject of 
the book is the revelation of a right- 
eousness from God on the basis of faith. 
In I Thessalonians 1:10 you find the key 
to the book. Hebrews gives away its story 
in the first two verses, as does I Peter 
in its fourth verse. 

Now the introduction of I Corinthians 
covers nine verses, and the ninth verse 
states with crystal clarity the theme of 
the Corinthian correspondence: “God is 
faithful, by whom ye were called unto the 
fellowship of his Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” The message of I and II Corin- 
thians is Christian fellowship. The closer 
we look and the more extensively we 
read and study, the more overwhelming 
is the conviction that this is the message 
of the book we have chosen. 


+ So we have our message—now what 
about that sermon? Since you expect to 
preach again after next Sunday, let us 
reason together a bit. Why not take a 
long view and concentrate on sermons 
rather than a sermon? If God deigned 
to put His message concerning Christian 
fellowship in sixteen Langton (Stephen, 
A.D. 1205) chapters for the perfecting 
of the man of God in all good works, 
perhaps ours should be a continued story. 
After all, if we have really decided to 
present God’s message on Christian fel- 
lowship as developed in this epistle, we 
will have enough material for more than 
one sermon. We have the message, and 
now we get our sermons. How do we go 
about it? 
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To start in His service is easy enough, 
When praises and help never lack, 

Till He lets the devil start making it tough 
Just to see who will quit and turn back. 


Soon friends may seem petty and full of offense, 
Or folks served, ungrateful and rude, 

Or the plan that was laid seems lacking in sense, 
Or the leadership selfish and crude. 


Sometimes opposition may even come near 
Till our foes will be those of our own; 
Then we have to decide, is Jesus more dear 

Than all of the dearest we’ve known? 





Take two fine days of your summer 
vacation. Drive to a secluded spot with 
your calendar, notebook and Bible. You 
are going to rightly divide the book of 
I Corinthians into bite-sized portions to 
feed your people in thirty-minute ser- 
mons. You will follow the natural para- 
graph divisions of the book as closely as 
possible. Don’t forget that on Commun- 
ion Sundays the message must be half 
as long, although the Scripture portion 
may not be! 

Go to it! Divide away merrily—the 
phone won’t ring. Your expenditure of 
time now will save you ten times as much 
when you get back. For then you will 
have every Sunday’s passage chosen until 
next August—till Easter at any rate; 
and while you are about it, jot down the 
subject topic which most adequately says 
what each passage of Scripture says. And 
don’t faint, in due season you are going 
to reap. 

Aren’t we ready now for next Sunday’s 
sermon? I think so. But IJ don’t think we 
are until we have come all this distance! 


+ WHEN do we begin? The first thing 
Monday morning we put the kettle on. 
Firstly, because if there was any fire at

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all yesterday, there is still some heat 
left over—why waste it? Secondly, if 
you were in the slough of despond, you 
had better find out why quickly. Thirdly, 
if the passage is a hard one, it will need 
to cook all week. 

How do we begin? Let the harp be 
retuned first—another half hour or more 
on the knees before the Author of the 
passage. Now let the Book be opened. 
Reread the passage with eyes opened and 
senses alert. Does it taste good? Now that 
scrap paper please. We are going to out- 
line on paper every phrase and idea we 
can get out of the passage—“out of,” 
not “put into.” Never mind the form now. 
Just be sure you are getting what God 
put there. Put it down: Roman numeral 
I, capital A, Arabic 1,2,3; a and b under 
1. All the way to the end. Now it is time 
for the mail and you must stop at the 
bank. 

Later: back again. First the outline. 
Now then, all the commentaries: Calvin, 
Meyer, American, I.C.C., Expositor’s Bible, 
Maclaren too, Abbott, Ironside—anybody 
else you have on the shelf. Stack them 
up in front of you. You are going to read 
each one of them on the passage for 
Sunday’s sermon. If, perchance, the com- 


mentator saw something in the record 
which you did not, and it strikes you as 
good, jot it down on your outline. Don't 
be satisfied until you know what the 
passage says. 

It is Wednesday already, and you are 
beginning to look forward to Sunday 
with anticipation. Tell the people tonight 
at prayer meeting that you really have 
a message from the Lord for them on 
the Lord’s Day, and ask them to pray for 
you and it. 

Now it might be well to ventilate the 
message with some open windows. An 
illustration or two—that’s all you will 
have time for. Your visitation or some 
current event will provide it. And it 
must illustrate. A window is to look 
through, not at. You’ve decided on a bit 
of history from Colonial days which 
really carries the point? Note it on your 
outline. 

It is now time to consider your audi- 
ence—and to get that outline on the 
typewriter. Keep it simple. There is great 
power in the movement of a giant ice- 
berg, but only a tenth of it can be seen 
above the surface. Don’t crowd your ser- 
mon. You won’t get to tell your people a 
tenth of what you have discovered, but 
the nine-tenths will feed your own soul 
and enrich the root structure of your 
future sermonizing. 

And let the emphasis fall where God 
puts it. Here is where you are going to 
capitalize on your school training. Your 
English text will tell you, if you keep a 
watchful eye upon its grammar, and a 
sensitive literary feeler upon its context; 
but the syntax of the Greek sentence will 
show you unmistakably where the Author 
intended the emphasis to fall. Having 
o” served this, let us add that the Scrip- 
ture reading is part of the sermon. In- 
deed, it is the sermon. And if it is 
properly read, you’ve gotten your message 
across to the people. 

Recently a guest in our pulpit opened 
the Book to read, and said, “I want to 
read a few verses of Scripture now as a 
background for what I want to say to 
you.” Thank God, he didn’t mean what 
he said! The Scriptures are the back- 
ground for no man’s message. They are 
the whole-ground of God’s message. Let 
us hear what the Scriptures have to say. 
The reading of our stately English ver- 
sions, with an interpretative emphasis 
by the reader who has pondered the 
passage and knows its meaning, will more 
than halfway preach his sermon. Some 
modern versions will do to read on occa- 
sion; but the Scripture reading and 
sermon are one. 

A sermon is God’s Word through a 
preacher to the people. We have empha- 
sized the first process, we must now say 
a word about the second relationship. 
Rapport with the people is established 
in prayer. The overtones of the sermon 
will be the beating of a man’s heart 
which loves his people. They will know

How can we be sure? 


Does God promise guida 


from me was very serious. He had 

reached a crossroad in his life and an 

important decision must be made, a 
decision which would affect his whole fu- 
ture. “But how can I be sure?” he was 
asking. “Is it always possible to know 
God’s will?” It was evident that he 
sincerely desired to do the right thing, 
and in his concern over his own problem 
he did not realize that he was asking a 
question that confronts Christians every 
day. 

How can we know? We see very little 
of the road ahead, and even that limited 
stretch is distorted by our defective vi- 
sion. We cannot know what tomorrow 
will bring and are, therefore, restricted in 
our planning today. Is there some way we 
can safely decide what course to follow? 

In earlier days, God revealed His 
purpose through prophet and seer, and 
there was no possible doubt as to the 
right road; but there is no inspired 
prophet to reveal His will today. Through 
the wilderness journey, Israel’s course 
was guided by the cloud by day and the 
fire by night; but the Christian today has 
no pillar to show him the way. By ques- 
tioning the priest, the Israelite might 
ascertain the divine will from the Urim 
and Thummim; but no such medium is 
available in 1954. 

It is clear that, if life’s road is to be 
illuminated, the light must come from 
God Himself, since He is the source of all 
light. But how is it obtained? The Oxford 
Group Movement sees no difficulty in 
this. On waking in the morning, the 
Buchmanite empties his mind of all pre- 
conceptions and waits for thoughts to

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suggest themselves to him, thus consti- 
tuting themselves his directions for the 
day. 

Quite apart from the fact that such 
“guidance” is often glaringly inappropri- 
ate, there is a very real danger that 
laying the mind open to the whisperings 
of the unseen may subject it to influences 
which are of evil rather than good origin. 
Cn the other hand, there can be no doubt 
that God imparts wisdom where needed, 
and guides the mind in its decisions. “The 
meek will he guide in judgment” (Ps. 
25:9), says the psalmist, thereby imply- 
ing a responsibility on the part of the 
individual to consider all relevant factors 
and to weigh matters in the sight of God, 
knowing that guidance will be given in 
forming a right judgment. 


+ In all mankind there is an inward 
mentor in the voice of conscience. Con- 
science is a guide as to what is right and 
what is wrong, but it is no more than a 
rough guide, since it is not infallible and 
is not, therefore, completely reliable. 
Moreover, conscience erects different 
standards for different people. What one 
man’s conscience regards as permissible, 
another’s would strongly condemn (e.g., 
Rom. 14:5). Conscience, therefore, can 
be only a general guide for life’s road. 

For the Christian there is only one re- 
liable guide—the Word of God. The 
Scriptures provide the revelation of God’s 
mind and will for us. “Thy word is a 
lamp unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path,” declared the psalmist (Ps. 119: 
105). 

Where there are specific scriptural 
commands, they are the final and au- 
thoritative direction on the matters to 
which they relate, and no further guid- 
ance is necessary. In addition, the Bible 
enunciates many principles which as our 
Lord Himself indicated, are capable of 
application to particular circumstances. 
As Lang points out, for example, “The 
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principle of the command not to commit 
adultery is that one must suppress the 
fleshly desire that leads us _ thereto 
(Matt. 5:27,28). The command not to 
kill bids us not to allow a feeling of 
hatred, for this is the root of murder 
(Matt. 5:21,22; I John 3:15).” If we 
understand the principles, there will usu- 
ally be no dfficulty in applying them to 
the problems. 

Quite clearly, a careful and methodi- 
cal study of the Bible and an assimilation 
of its teaching are essential if the will 
of God is to be known. Haphazard read- 
ing cannot take the place of diligent 
study. Too often the Bible is treated as 
an encyclopedia, which furnishes infor- 
mation when we are in doubt. God’s mind 
can be known only by those who care 
enough to search and study His 
revelation. 


+ BeErore our Lord left this scene, He 
declared that when “the Spirit of truth 
is come, he will guide you into all truth” 
(John 16:13); and that specific pledge 
has been amply verified in the experience 
of God’s people. That guidance is given 
by the Holy Spirit is plainly indicated in 
passages such as Acts 8:29; 13:2; 16:6,7, 
and most Christians are conscious of His 
leading by inward impulse and unmis- 
takable urge. 

Many a personal worker has at times 
felt the uncontrollable constraint to speak 
to a certain man and has discovered that 
the latter was just waiting for someone 
to talk to him about eternal realities. 
On the other hand, it is only too easy for

+ VERSES 1-4 sum up the double truth of 
chapters 7 and 8. Chapter 6 had closed 
with the thought of the believer bearing

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fruit for God. Chapter 7 opens with that 
thought, and shows it is through deliver- 
ance from the law and union with Christ 
that this is accomplished. The law is 
presented as a husband who dies and 
the woman now is free to remarry. In 
the application of the parable this is 
reversed, and it is shown that we died to 
the law, and thus are delivered from its 
rule. Now we are free to remarry, this 
time to a very precious husband—to 
Christ, to Him who died for us and rose 
again. Thus we love Him because of 
His matchless love to us, and thus we 
are delivered from the cold, forced serv- 
ice of law, to the happy, willing, de- 
lighted service of Him whom we love. 
Love is the power for true service 
(II Cor. 5:14). 

Thus these four opening verses present 
two thoughts: 

1. The past when under law. 

2. The present when under grace. 

Once we were married, as it were, to 
the law; now we are united to Christ. 
The rest of Romans 7 enlarges upon the 
first of these subjects, chapter 8 on the 
second. 


+ Romans 7 again divides the first sub- 
ject into two distinct parts. Verses 5-13 
sees me under law as a sinner, verses 
14-24 as a believer. In verse 5, “when 
we were in the flesh” refers to my un- 
saved state, as 8:9 plainly states. The 
Jew was put under law. Every soul puts 
self under the law when he tries to estab- 
lish his own righteousness by self-effort. 
But man produces only that which is 
sinful, thus leading on to death (v. 5).

Sermons from Science—No. 4 


The Gooney Bird 


Irps fly, they don’t dance! That’s usually 

true, but there is a bird on Midway 

Island who likes to dance when he’s on 
the ground. Because of this and other queer 
habits, he’s called a gooney bird. 


The gooney is a sociable fellow and that’s 
why he dances. Usually four gooney birds 
form a square, two and two, facing each 
other. Then they go into strange gyrations, 
neck stretchings and bowings, all of which 
looks like a hilarious folk dance. The gooney 
has big feet. which always appear to be 
hurting, and his walk is a wobbly progress 
across the sand interspersed with many a stumble and stagger. 


These birds were said to be nature’s contribution to the morale of the 
men stationed on lonely Midway Island during the war. One cannot look 
at a gooney performance without being convinced that God has a wonderful 
sense of humor. 

The gooney may be a natural clown on the ground, but in the air he is 
a different bird. His real name is Laysan albatross and he is one of the 
most graceful fliers in the air. He has a seven-foct wing spread, which 
enables him to fly with such ease and reserve of power that he appears to 
be floating to music. 

Man has built huge bombers which can fly halfway round the world and 
back, but it takes tons and tons of equipment and high test gasoline to 
accomplish the feat. The Laysan albatross just flies when he wants to— 
without any fuss or noise, and has been doing it for centuries. Furthermore, 
though he has no navigator aboard, he always knows where he is going. 

How did the albatross come by his skill and knowledge? Did he acquire 
them for himself through centuries of trying—or are his gifts God-given? 
This bird, like others, has a prior claim in the realm of flying, and even in 
the realm of clowning! 

Once again, nature had it first. But who designed natyre? The same 
God who created us, each in His own image. To what purpose? That we 
should glorify Him in word and deed, letting Him be Ruler of our lives.

which he would not (here we have the 
evil self that dwells within exerting 
itself). 

Verse 21 goes on to say that the Chris- 
tian finds then a law (a principle 
action) that when he would do gow, 
evil is present with him. He delights in 
the law of God after the inward man 
(v. 22), which is the true and normal 
desire and delight deep within the heart 
of every truly saved soul. But there is 
another principle operating within me 
that opposes the right purpose and de- 
sire of the believer to live for Christ 
(v. 23) and often causes him to yield to 
the power of sin. 

In other words, these verses stress 
again the same story we have already 
seen, namely, there are two forces op- 
erating in the saint: that which wants 
him to sin, because he still has sin as a 
root of evil dwelling within; and that 
which urges him to live for God’s glory, 
because within him is that divine life and 
nature he received from God upon new 
birth. 
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Now, in verse 24, God pictures the 
Christian in a real dilemma because of 
these conflicting forces within him, cry- 
ing out in his confusion and disturbance 
for a way out of this unhappy condition. 
“O wretched man than I am! who shall 
deliver me from the body of this death?” 
(or rather, from this body of death). 
It is through the body, of course, that 
either sin or God works; and the believer 
yearns to glorify God in his body, for 
he realizes he has been bought with the 
tremendous price of the precious blood 
of Christ (I Cor. 6:20). 

“Who shall deliver me from this body 
of death” is equivalent to saying, “Who 
shall deliver me from me?” Yes, I need 
deliverance from the domination of sin, 
for I want to live to please my Lord. 
Praise God, the deliverance is suggested 
in the very use of that pronoun “who.” 
It suggests that another is needed. The 
answer is—Jesus Christ our Lord is 
the Deliverer (v. 25). Chapter 8 enlarges 
upon this great deliverance. 


+ THE law leaves man to himself; the 
grace of God brings in another—Christ,. 


Under the law I try to serve God in 
my own strength; under grace not only 
the will, but the power itself is furnished, 
a power entirely apart from myself, the 
power of love, a love that constrains me 
to live unto Him who died for me and 
rose again (II Cor. 5:14). 

The law says, “Thou shalt not.” Grace 
says, “Let us,” which is found some thir- 
teen times in the epistle to the Hebrews 
alone. “Thou shalt not” is a command; 
it is singular and negative. “Let us” is 
a request. It is plural; it is positive. 

So under grace the believer is not left 
to himself, but God says, “Let us”... 
you and I together, for we live by the 
power of His Spirit working in us and 
through us. Grace does not order as 
law does, but pleads, beseeches, and thus 
awakens in the believer the mighty im- 
pulses which God’s matchless love pro- 
duces. Thus our life is not merely a 
negative one, such as not stealing, and 
not lying, but a positive life of devotion, 
blessing to others and personal holiness 
and purity. 

To sum up Romans 7: 

I have sin dwelling within. Law stirs 
this nature to work, thus causing me to 
dishonor God and do the things I don’t 
want to do. 

I have a divine nature within, received 
by new birth, and the indwelling Christ, 
by His Spirit, moves this nature to do 
the things that glorify God. Yielding 
to this Spirit, Christ will live in me, and 
produce that which honors God. I am 
not left to myself to try to live a life 
pleasing to God in my own strength, 
but “the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live in faith, the faith which is 
in the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me” (Gal. 2:20, A.S.V.).

LESSONS FROM THE BLACKSMITH 

Dr: G. Campbell Morgan, in a lecture, 
said that his friend, Samuel Chadwick, 
had told him this incident in his boy- 
hood life. Like most boys, he was fond 
of hanging around a blacksmith’s shop. 
He watched the blacksmith hold a piece 
of iron in a fire with the tongs, while 
he worked the bellows to make the iron 
white hot. Then he would take the 
iron out and lay it upon the anvil. With 
a small hammer he would give it a slight 
tap, while a big fellow on the other 
side would come down on it with a 
sledge hammer. One day he said to the 
blacksmith, “You don’t do much good 
with that little hammer, do you?” The 
blacksmith laughed as he replied, “Not 
much; I only show the big fellow where 
to hit with the sledge hammer.” And 
Dr. Chadwick, commenting on this inci- 
dent, had said, “I tell you, God makes 
the devil sweat to make saints of His 
people.” 
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AN the beginning of each new year, even though the day 
itself is not a Christian or religious holiday in itself, 
Christians should take the opportunity for being alone with 
God, and for laying new pians for acquiring a richer knowl- 
edge of the Word of God. Let me here then, at the beginning 
of IN THE Stupy for 1954, quote some marvelous lines from the 
greatest devotional commentary ever written on I Peter, that 
by Robert Leighton, archbishop of Glasgow (1611-1684), one 
of the great saints and scholars of the seventeenth century. 
The following paragraphs are from his comment on I Peter 
1:13: 

Now the apostle exhorts his brethren to endeavor to have 
their hearts possessed with as high a measure and degree 
of this hope as may be; seeing in itself it is so perfect and 
firm, so assured an hope, he would have them aspire to 
all the assurance and perfection of it they can attain. 

This exercise of hope, as I conceive, is not only to have 
the habit of it strong in the soul, but to act it often, to be 
often turning that way, to view that approaching day of 
liberty: “Lift up your heads, for the day of your redemption 
draweth nigh” (Luke 21:28). Where this hope is often acted, 
it will grow strong, as all habits do; and where it is strong, 
it will work much, and delight to act often, and will control

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both the doubtings and the other many impertinent 
thoughts of the mind, and force them to yield the place 
to it. Certainly they who long much for that coming of 
Christ will often look up to it. We are usually hoping after 
other things, which do but offer themselves to draw us after 
them, and to scorn us. What are the breasts of most of us, 
but so many nests of foolish hopes and fears intermixed, 
which entertain us day and night, and steal away our 
precious hours from us, that might be laid out so gainfully 
upon the wise and sweet thoughts of eternity, and upon the 
blessed and assured hope of the coming of our beloved 
Saviour! 

Be sober, or watch. The same word signifies both, and 
with good reason; for you know the unsober cannot watch. 
Now though one main part of sobriety, and that which more 
properly and particularly bears this name, viz., temperance 
in meat and drink, is here intended; and though against 
the opposite to this, not only the purity and spirituality of 
religion, but even moral virtue inveighs as its special enemy, 
yea, nature itself; and they that only naturally consider the 
body and its interest of life and health, find reason enough 
to cry down this base intemperance, which is so hateful by 
its own deformity, and withal carries its punishment along 
with it; although (I say) this sobriety is indeed most neces- 
sary for the preservation of grace and of the spiritual temper 
of the soul, and is here intended, yet, I conceive, it is not 
all that is here meant; the word is more general, compre- 
hending the moderate and sober use of all things worldly. 
As the apostle says, “Gird up the loins of your mind,” so it 
is to be understood, let your minds be sober, all your affec- 
tions inwardly attempered to your spiritual condition. not 
glutting yourselves with fleshly and perishing delights of 
any kind; for the more you take in of these, the less you 
shall have of spiritual comfort and of this perfect hope. 
They that pour out themselves upon present delights look 
not like strangers here, and hopeful expectants of another 
life and better pleasures. 

And certainly, the Captain of our salvation will not own 
them for His followers, who lie down to drink of these 
waters, but only such as in passing take of them with their 
hand. As excessive eating or drinking both makes the body 
sickly and lazy, fit for nothing but sleep, and besots the 
mind, as it cloys up with filthy crudities the ways through 
which the spirit should pass, bemiring them, and making 
them move heavily, as a coach in a deep way; thus doth all 
immoderate use of the world, and its delights, wrong the 
soul in its spiritual condition, makes it sickly and feeble, full 
of spiritual distempers and inactivity, benumbs the graces 
of the Spirit, and fills the soul with sleepy vapors, makes it 
grow secure and heavy in spiritual exercises, and obstructs 
the way and motion of the Spirit of God in the soul. There- 
fore, if you would be spiritual, healthful, and vigorous, and 
enjoy much of the consolations of heaven, be sparing and 
sober in those of the earth, and what you abate of the one 
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shall be certainly made up in the other. Health, with a good 
constitution of body, is a more constant, permanent pleasure 
than that of excess and a momentary pleasing of the palate: 
thus the comfort of this hope is a more refined and more 
abiding contentment than any that is to be found in the 
passing enjoyments of this world; and it is a foolish bar- 
gain to exchange a drachm of the one for many pounds of 


the other. 


+ Tuis is the time of year all sincere Christians make plans 
for a new year of reading, for acquiring a better understand- 
ing of the Word of God, for growing in knowledge of Christ. 
I would like to speak here of two introductory works which 
will prove of the very greatest help to younger Christians, or 
to those who have not had the advantages of extended theo- 
logical training. Both of these publications have appeared 
within the last few months. One is an introduction to the 
New Testament, and the other, an introduction to the funda- 
mental teachings of the Christian faith. 

It is significant, by the way, that the two most important 
conservative intrcductions to the New Testament have come 
out of Wheaton College—one by the late Dr. Henry C. Thies- 
sen, at the time of writing chairman of the Department of 
Bible, Theology and Philosophy at Wheaton, published in 
1943, and now one by Dr. Merrill C. Tenney, dean of the 
Graduate School of the college. Both volumes were published 
by Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Company of Grand Rapids. 

Professor Tenney’s book, The New Testament, an Historical 
and Analytic Survey, is a work of 470 pages. It consists of 
three parts: a survey of the world of the New Testament (pp. 
33-71); a discussion of each of the books of the New Testa- 
ment (pp. 147-413); and a concluding section on the canon of 
the New Testament (pp. 417-428). There are, in addition, 
excellent charts and tables on the Roman emperors of the 
first century, the Roman procurators of Judea, the Herodian 
family, and the principal English translations of the New 
Testament. 

In my opinion, the section on the New Testament world is 
the outstanding feature of the book. The author surveys this 
politically, socially, economically, and religiously, the last in- 
cluding a discussion of the pagan religions and Judaism. This 
proves a splendid introduction to the background of the 
greatest book in the world, the New Testament of the Lord 
Jesus Christ 

I feel that in some ways the material on the books of the 
New Testament is too brief; there is nothing here, e.g., on the 
greatest prophetic message ever uttered by our Lord, the 
Olivet Discourse. One would think there was nothing worth 
reading in that great section of Matthew 19:3—26:2, were he 
to take his clue from the six lines of commentary given it here. 

Dr. Tenney here follows the current trends in New Testa- 
ment literature in placing all the emphasis upon the teachings 
of Christ. To this subject he gives six pages, but there is 
nothing here on the miracles of our Lord, and I do not find 
anything on the character of Christ. Most of the discussion 
on the teachings of Christ concerns what He said about the 
kingdom—but we need also to note what He said about money, 
about marriage, etc. In a volume on the New Testament. is it 
not disproportionate to give more space to the subject of 
Judaism than to the teachings of Christ Himself? 

Some of the author’s outlines of thé books of the New Testa- 
ment are most suggestive, and that of Matthew is worth

In the bibliographies, pp. 439-455, I am surprised not to see 
a reference to Lenski, the greatest New Testament commen- 
tator of our generation, whose works are monuments of learn- 
ing. Two of the richest volumes on Corinthians are not even 
mentioned—the older work by Godet, and the more recent one 
by Macfadyen. These should have been included, as well as 
Walker on the Book of Acts. The index is poorly done. Though 
Professor Tenney gives considerable attention to the Book of 
Enoch, the Millennium, and the fall of Jerusalem, these sub- 
jects, as many others, are not included in the index. 

On the whole, and in spite of these shortcomings, the book 
will be found most helpful by all who wish to begin anew a 
study of the New Testament. 


+ THE other book of an introductory nature is that by my 
colleagues here at the seminary, Dr. Harold Lindsell and Dr. 
Charles J. Woodbridge. It is entitled A Handbook of Christian 
Truth, and is published by Revell. The major divisions are 
“The Bible,” “The Unseen Powers,” “The Human Predicament 
and Its Solution,” ‘“‘The Person and Ministry of Jesus Christ,” 
“The Doctrines of Salvation,” “The Believer’s Life with God,” 
“The Believer and the Church,” “The Believer’s Outreach,” 
“Man’s Ultimate Destiny,” and “The Believer’s Resources.” 

One will note at once that this volume most commendably 
embraces more subjects than are normally found in a book 
of this kind; e.g., in the division, “The Believer’s Outreach,” 
extending to thirty pages, are chapters on “The Believer and 
the World,” “The Believer and the Community,” “The Be- 
liever’s Witness,” “The Believer’s Work,” and “Missions.” I 
was especially glad to find here a chapter on “The Grace of 
God.” We often talk about it, but most theologies used in 
conservative institutions at this time seldom discuss the real 
meaning of the grace of God. 

This book is written in language that all can understand. 
Scripture references support every major statement. The first 
edition of this volume, incidentally, was exhausted within 
four months after publication. It has already been accepted 
as a textbook in a number of institutions in this country. It 
is a model of clearness, and can be depended upon to be 
absolutely loyal to the Word of God. I only wish that the 
book had an index, which would make it the more valuable. 
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Concerning both of these books, I would like to make a 
criticism, which relates to the publishers and not the authors, 
and that is in the number of blank pages. In the former work 
there are twenty-five pages scattered throughout the volume 
that contain no text at all, and in the latter there are at least 
twenty such pages, all of them numbered of course. 

Neither of these volumes is profound, and neither marks a 
milestone in biblical theological literature, but they are 
splendid introductions to the subjects which they treat. We 
have a new generation of converts among us now, and for 
them these books are nothing less than ideal. 


A Most Amasing Reversal 
of Conviction at | larvard 


“Yor the first time in a half-century, a president of Harvard 
I University has delivered an address in the Harvard Divin- 
ity School. Given by the newly elected president of the uni- 
versity, Dr. Nathan M. Pusey, this address probably announces 
the greatest radical change in thinking on the Christian faith 
that has occurred in any of our major educational institu- 
tions for one hundred years. To fully appreciate the state- 
ments made by President Pusey at the convocation of the 
Harvard Divinity School on Wednesday, September 30, it will 
be necessary for us to go back to the earlier history of Har- 
vard's relationship to the Christian faith. 

Harvard University was founded in 1636. The second rule 
in its earliest “Rules and Precepts That Are Observed in the 
College” read as follows: “Let every student be plainly in- 
structed and earnestly pressed to consider well the main ends 
of his life and studies: to know God and Jesus Christ which 
is eternal life, John 17:3, and therefore to lay Christ in the 
bottom as the only foundation of all-found knowledge and 
learning. And seeing the Lord only giveth wisdom, let every- 
one seriously set himself by prayer in secret to seek it of Him, 
Prov. 2:3.” 

In 1723, the Hollis professorship of Divinity was established 
by monies given by Thomas Hollis, a London merchant of 
Baptist persuasion. The endowment was increased by the 
Heuchman legacy of 1747 and the Hopkins fund of 1757. 
Throughout the eighteenth century, Harvard, for the most 
part, remained true not only to the great fundamentals of the 
Christian faith, but even to the Calvinistic interpretation of 
Christian doctrine. Toward the end of that century, however, 
with a mysterious strength which has never been fully ac- 
counted for, Unitarianism began to move across New England, 
with its denial of the deity of Jesus Christ, and the necessity 
for accepting His vicarious atonement. 


+ Tue first action of major importance favorable to the 
Unitarian faith was the calling of the Rev. James Freeman 
to become the minister of King’s Chapel, Boston, in 1782. 
Three years later a revision of the Prayer Book was under- 
taken to render it more in accord with these liberal views. The 
first congregation to be divided in this major theological issue 
was Pilgrim Church of Plymouth, in 1801, when half of the 
membership withdrew and formed a church holding to the 
old faith. 

Many faithful ministers were subsequently dismissed from 
their churches because of their loyalty to biblical Christianity. 
Among them were the Rev. Samuel Worcester of Fittsburg, 
Mass., and Abdiel Holmes, father of the great poet Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and grandfather of the late Chief Justice 
Holmes, dismissed from his pastorate in Cambridge in 1829 
after thirty-seven years of faithful service, an act that broke 
his heart and led to his death. Before Unitarianism had 
finished its work, ninety-six Congregational churches in New 
England alone had apostatized to this modernism. 

In 1803, the Hollis professor of Divinity at Harvard, Dr. 
David Tappan, passed away, and it was necessary to appoint 
a successor. To the sorrow of many, and the joy of others, the 
appointee was the Rev. Henry Ware, who, on February 5, 1805, 
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at forty-one years of age, assumed this chair. As a famous 
historian has said, this marked “the passage of New England's 
oldest college to the control of the anti-Trinitarians.” 

Of course this was a flagrant breach of trust, for the Har- 
vard University and Divinity School charter demanded ad- 
herence to the great truths of the faith as the Christian 
Church had taught them through the centuries. Professor 
Eliphalet Pearson, who had opposed Ware's appointment, and 
who had been acting president, was so cast down by it that 
when he was alSo defeated for president, he despaired of 
being any longer able to do the college useful service and at 
once resigned his chair and withdrew from the corporation. 

A tremendous battle was on. The appointment was attacked 
by Dr. Jedediah Morse in his famous brochure, “True Rea- 
sons.” Eventually the apostasy of the Divinity School at 
Harvard led to the founding of the Andover Theological Semi- 
nary. where two of the most distinguished members of the 
faculty, Professor Moses Stuart and Professor Leonard Woods, 
wrote powerful tracts against Unitarianism. So persuasive 
were these writings that Professor Ware himself felt compelled 
to defend his position in a “Letter to Trinitarians and Cal- 
vinists.” Out of all this came the famous Dedham Case, in 
which the conservative cause was defended by none other 
than Daniel Webster, the case being lost to the Unitarians. 

So powerful had the Unitarians become in New England 
that Dr. Lyman Beecher publicly declared when in Boston in 
1823, “All the literary men of Massachusetts were Unitarian; 
all the trustees and professors of Harvard College were Uni- 
tarians; all the elite of wealth and fashion crowded Unitarian 
churches; the judges on the bench were Unitarian, giving de- 
cisions by which the peculiar features of church organization 
so carefully ordered by the Pilgrim fathers had been nullified, 
and all the power had passed into the hands of the congre- 
gations.” 


+ THE subsequent history of the Divinity School of Harvard 
University, and the religious position of the school itself as 
a whole, forms one of the most tragic pages in the story of 
religion and education in our country. It reached its lowest 
level under the regime of President Charles W. Eliot. Eliot 
(1834-1926) was the dominating influence in Harvard from 
1869-1910, and probably the opening statement of the sketch 
of this educator in the Dictionary of American Biography is 
not exaggerated—‘“In his day the most influential leader in 
the educational activities of the country.” 

Noted for his antagonistic attitude to the Christian faith, in 
1909 Eliot issued a small book, The Religion of the Future, in 
which he deliberately repudiated all the primary, funda- 
mental factors of historic Christianity. Among other things 
he said, “The workman today, who gets cut or bruised by a 
rough or dirty instrument, goes to a surgeon, who applies an 
antiseptic dressing to the wound, and prevents the poisoning. 
That surgeon is one of the ministers of the new religion. When 
dwellers in a slum suffer the familiar evils caused by over- 
crowding, impure food, and cheerless labor, the modern true 
believers contend against the sources of such misery by pro- 
viding public baths, playgrounds, wider and cleaner streets, 
better dwellings, and more effective schools—that is, they 
attack the sources of physical and moral evil.” Eliot’s religion 
was purely a matter of ethics and social progress. 

During the past several decades, the Hollis Chair of Divinity 
has been occupied by Dr. Auer, who, not even a good Uni- 
tarian, has said over and over again in his classes and in his 
writings that if there is a God, as far as he is concerned there 
is no evidence for proving it. Thus, the teacher of theology, 
by which is meant “the knowledge of God,” in the great Har- 
vard University, does not even believe in God! 

If Dr. Charles Eliot advocated a religion stripped of the 
supernatural, his successors went one step further by insist- 
ing that all education be totally divorced from anything re- 
lating to religion. In 1945, Harvard University published, after 
some years of study on the part of a committee of intellectuals, 
its volume, General Education in a Free Society. Here we 
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read: “Whatever one’s views, religion is 
not now for most colleges or universities 
a practical source of intellectual unity.” 
Having said this, the committee pro- 
ceeded to draw up its plan of education 
for this modern world, wholly divorced 
from anything that might be called re- 
ligious. Professor Conant, in his Educa- 
tion in a Divided World, published at 
Harvard in 1948, though admitting that 
“there can be no doubt that the Hebraic- 
Christian tradition with its emphasis on 
the sanctity of each human soul was one 
of the mainsprings of the development 
of democracy in this land of pioneers,” 
insists in the same chapter that “insofar 
as public education is under discussion, 
we must leave out theology.” 


+ Now suddenly, out of a clear sky as 
it were, the new president of Harvard 
completely reverses this entire position, 
which has been dominant at that insti- 
tution for 150 years. He acknowledges 
“the present low state of religion at 
Harvard,” and makes reference to the 
fact that the last time a president of 
Harvard University participated in any 
exercise of the Divinity School was in 
1909. In turning to the volume of the 
late Dr. Eliot, The Religion of the Fu- 
ture, he remarks that the kind of religion 
Eliot proposed “will no longer do.” We 
are no longer certain, he says, that “the 
truth will progressively make men free.” 
And now for the great central affirma- 
tions of this address: 


For President Eliot the enemies to 
his true faith were churches, creeds, 
priests, anything supernatural, any 
concern for a life after death, anything 
that professed to be sacramental. I 
suspect, for example—though I do not 
know this—that he would have con- 
sidered the doctrine central to genera- 
tions of believers, that Christ came 
into the world to save sinners, as so 
much twaddle. His was to be a “sim- 
ple and rational faith” and there was 
to be no place in it for “metaphysical 
complexities or magical rites.” 

We may overlook the disparaging 
conjunction of unequal things in the 
last phrase, and observe simply that 
such things were not so easily to be 
gotten rid of: churches and creeds and 
metaphysical complexities persist, and 
we have need of them still. There 
has been ample time since 1909 to dis- 
cover that you cannot get rid of things 
of this kind, or at least of the needs 
from which they spring, simply by 
turning your back on them or by pre- 
tending that they are not there. This 
is where President Eliot may have 
been wrong, at least wrong for our 
time, for it has now become frighten- 
ingly clear that if you try to ignore 
metaphysical considerations (I would 
say consideration of ultimate things) 
or cover them up in bursts of energy, 
they will rise up in perverted and dis- 
torted forms to mock one’s thus too- 
circumscribed efforts. Nor was it right 
to have assumed, as President Eliot 
did, that if only one could get rid of 
churches and creeds, one would by 
that act also get rid of the human fail- 
ings which had in the first place pro- 
duced the blemishes irritating to him. 
Churchmen are not the only men who 
can be guilty of failures of imagina- 
tion, understanding, and charity.

At the Eleventh Hour, 
Science Is Still Self- 
Confident 


INE years ago, soon after the initial 

use of the atomic bomb, a number 
of scientists, chiefly centered around the 
University of Chicago, began issuing 
what has since come to be the most 
significant journal in this field, entitled 
The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, to 
which I have been a subscriber since its 
origin. The cover of the issue for Sep- 
tember, 1953, carries a picture of a clock, 
the hands of which are set at two min- 
utes to midnight. 

One would think the conviction that 
we might be very near to the total de- 
struction of the human race would lead 
to a mood of humbleness and confession 
of sin, but apparently this is not true. 
On the back cover of the journal is the 
following statement, quoted with the 
kind permission of the editors: 

“We Live in an Age of Peril .. .” 
These words, directly from the lips 
of our national leaders, are addressed 
not only to Americans, but to all na- 
tions. That we live in imminent danger, 
that an untoward event tomorrow may 
trigger a tense world to erupt in flames 
of atomic or thermonuclear warfare, 
that there will be “no place to hide” 
for the great masses of civilized man- 
kind—these are the torturous facts 
which compel our leaders to spell out 
for us the tragic nature of the times in 
which we live. 
“Where peril abides 
Thereto a deliverer rides.” 

Lines as profound as any written by 

the great German poet, Holderlin, these 

may be taken by us today to mean that

man-made peril bears within itself the 
seeds of human deliverance. To cherish 
and to water these seeds, seeds that will 
bring forth ultimate deliverance from 
atomic peril as their fruit—this is an 
unalterable aim of the Bulletin of the 

Atomic Scientists. 

The hands of the clock on the Bulle- 
tin’s cover now stand at two minutes 
to midnight. Not to terrify, certainly, 
but to warn and to awaken, the clock 
is intended to be symbolic. Wishing 
will not stop the clock. The Bulletin 
may be wrong. It may actually be one 
minute — perhaps seconds—to mid- 
night. The specter of atomic peril 
hovers constantly near. Yet one thing 
is sure. The Bulletin will never experi- 
ence a happier moment than the day 
it can settle back with the hands of the 
clock set at the beginning of a major 
new world era, already heralded by the 
marvelous prospects afforded by de- 
velopments in the peaceful utilization 
of atomic energy. 

It is not necessary for me to make any 
comment on this statement; it speaks 
for itself. However, I would like to quote 
one passage from the Word of God: 

“Thus saith Jehovah, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man glory in his riches; 
but let him that glorieth glory in 
this, that he hath understanding and 
knoweth me, that I am Jehovah who 
exerciseth lovingkindness, justice, and 
righteousness, in the earth: for in 
these things I delight, saith Jehovah” 
(Jer. 9:23,24, A.S.V.) 

(I would give much to hear a sermon 
on this text to even compare with a ser- 
mon I heard as a boy, in company with 
my mother, preached one Sunday morn- 
ing in Central Congregational Church, 
then meeting in the Auditorium on Mich- 
igan Avenue, by that poet, orator, and 
distinguished citizen, Dr. F. W. Gun- 
saulus.) 


The Animals of the Bible 


MISSIONARY in Thailand has written 

to express his appreciation for my 
directing his attention through these 
columns to the great work on biblical 
flora by Moldenke. He is engaged in 
translation work and finds it very essen- 
tial that he have the right titles for the 
objects of natural history appearing in 
the Scriptures. He asks if I can suggest 
a book that does for the animals of the 
Bible what Moldenke’s work does for the 
flora. 

A very comprehensive list, easily acces-— 
sible, is to be found in the New Stand- 
ard Bible Dictionary, edited by Jacobus, 
Nourse, and Zenos (rev. ed. published 
by Funk and Wagnalls, 1926), pp. 668- 
672. The article states that here is a com- 
plete list of every mammal, every bird, 
and every different invertebrata men- 
tioned in the Bible. The English name is 
given, and the Greek or Hebrew, some- 
times English, Hebrew and Greek. 

Another list is included.in the Cam- 
bridge Companion to Biblical Studies, 
published by Cambridge University Press 
in 1916, pp. 445-457. This is arranged in 
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more vivid, meaningful sermons and 
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material for each species. The most 
exhaustive study is that by H. B. Trist- 
ram, The Fauna and Flora of Palestine, 
issued in the famous series, Survey of 
Western Palestine in 1884. The same 
author treats this subject with great ex- 
haustiveness in his still standard work, 
The Natural History of the Bible, 10th 
ed., pp. 35-329, with many illustrations. 

Of a more popular nature is Bible 
Animals and the Lessons Taught by 
Them, by Richard Newton (Edinburgh, 
n.d.), a work of nearly 200 pages. A 
volume of many years ago, published by 
Revell, The Bible Zoo, by Albert G. 
Mackinnon, contains thirty-four ad- 
dresses to young people on various birds, 
beasts, and insects of the Bible. A beau- 
tifully written and illustrated work pub- 
lished in 1909 and long out of print is 
by the famous novelist, Gene Stratton 
Porter, Birds of the Bible, a work of 450 
pages and 80 full-page plates. 

On the present fauna of Palestine, 
there is, to my knowledge, nothing to 
compare with the material found in The 
Handbook of Palestine and Trans- 
Jordan, edited by Luke and Keith-Roach 
(3d ed., London, 1934), pp. 402-428. Here 
are included the scientific Latin terms, 
together with common English names, 
for over 350 birds, 57 reptiles, and some- 
thing over 50 species of fish. Biblical ref- 
erences, of course, are not many in this 
volume.

On the first page of Time for Septem- 
ber 21, 1953, appears a statement of the 
late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes: “I 
see no reason for attributing to man a 
significance differing in kind from that 
which belongs to a baboon or a grain of 
sand.” Time says: “The philosophical 
drive against fixed values and principles 
has lost confidence, and the legal drive 
for fragmentation is also losing momen- 
tum. Partly as a result of the struggle 
with Communism, there is a present de- 
mand for a return to objective standards 
of right and wrong .. . The establish- 
ment of common principles may make 
the difference between disagreement and 
international chaos.” 

The number of Jews who have thus 


far returned to Israel is something over 
1,100,000, which, according to the records 
of Nehemiah 7, is twenty-five times the 
number of people who returned to Judea 
from Babylon under Zerubbabel. 

I have often wondered how many mil- 
lions of dollars have been given to the 
Jewish people of Palestine since the early 
days of the colonies supported by Baron 
Rothschild in the 1880’s. Probably we 
shall never know the exact figure, but 
some interesting statistics on recent gifts 
have been issued. Since 1948, when the 
State of Israel was formed, they have 
received more than $410,000,000 from the 
United States government and private 
sources. In addition to this, the United 
States has contributed over $40,000,000 
to the United Nations Relief Program for 
Palestinian Refugees. I think one can 
safely say that more money has been 
expended on what now forms the State 
of Israel per acre than on any other 
large acreage in the world.

One of the most widely read newspaper 
columnists of our day is Bill Henry. 
Written from New York, his column ap- 
pears each day in the Los Angeles Times 
and other newspapers around the coun- 
try. Mr. Henry, by the way, is the son 
of one of the outstanding evangelists of 
the early days of our century who exer- 
cised a deep influence over Dr. Will H. 
Houghton. 

In early October there appeared in 
one of his columns an idea which is 
rarely found in the communications of 
our leading commentators: 


They haven’t exactly draped the 
United Nations buildings in mourning 
—matter of fact the whole enclave 
never looked brighter or cheerier—but 
there is a thick layer of gloom you 
have to wade through these days. What 
is happening to the United Nations is 
a perfectly normal development. It is 
just shaking down to the steady, often- 
discouraging grind of existence. Good 
thing, too. That’s the way life is. There 
never was a chance from the beginning 
that the United Nations would change 
the world overnight simply because 
this isn’t that sort of world. This is a 
world full of selfish and jealous human 
beings who band together into odd lots 
of selfish and jealous nations. Until 
these individuals and nations are 
changed, the world isn’t going to 
change. There is good reason to believe 
that they’re more likely to be changed 
by religion than by politics—and re- 
ligion is something that is in short 
supply at the United Nations.

INAL reports of the five-weeks’ Billy 

Graham campaign in Detroit, Mich. 

(Sept. 27-Nov. 1), show a total at- 
tendance of 363,000 in thirty-five meet- 
ings. 

Decisions totaled several thousand, 
with numbers of men, women and chil- 
dren professing faith in Christ, or indi- 
cating a desire to reconsecrate them- 
selves. Some 85 per cent of the converts 
expressed a church preference on the 
decision card. 

Extensive preparations are now under 
way for the important London crusade, 
scheduled for March. 





A three-weeks’ Pikes Peak Crusade was 
sponsored in a mammoth canvas cathe- 
dral in Colorado Springs, Colo., by the 
Merv Rosell evangelistic team, Aug. 16- 
Sept. 6. 3 

Large crowds, including many tourists, 
flocked nightly to the tent, which was 
located on the main approach to famed 
Pikes Peak. One of the campaign’s high- 
lights was a historic religious-patriotic 
rally held on the steps of the City Hall. 

Assisting Rosell in the city’s first united 
church effort in the past eighteen years 
were musicians Hilding Halvarson, Pau- 
line Thompson, Paul Ferrin, Wendel 
Foss, and Brown Hudson.

Jones, cornetist. Dr. Frank C. Phillips, 
of Portland was crusade chairman. 





Dr. Hyman J. Appelman led a twenty- 
one days’ Christ for Ottawa campaign 
in Ottawa, Canada, during October. He 
was assisted by Earl Davis, who served 
as song leader and choir director. 

The 2,000 seat Gospel Tabernacle and 
the larger Coliseum were utilized by the 
Evangelical Ministerium, sponsors of the 
crusade. In addition, noonday services 
were held in the Dominion United Can- 
ada Church. Dr. Appelman also spoke 
on the radio each Saturday morning, 
and twice on Sunday mornings.

eng years ago I served as business man- 


Huu. 


ager of a minor league baseball club. My 
duties were to care for the hundreds of details 
that come up in operating a professional 
baseball team. 

Once in awhile the opportunity came to sit in the grandstand next to 
some well known baseball scouts, whose business it was to look over the 
local talent and make reports to the home base as to just which players 
rated as big league prospects. It was always interesting to observe the 
evaluations of these eagle-eyed experts whose living depended upon their 
ability to select the sheep from the goats. 

Among other things, these experiences led me to see that I didn’t know 
as much about baseball as I thought I did. A young player who appeared 
to be pretty good to me had weaknesses that I had overlooked. The scouts 
didn’t miss them because they knew what to look for. One boy was a fair 
hitter, but was too slow. Another couldn’t field. Another couldn’t hit. One 
might do all things well, but was too old to be seriously considered as a 
big league candidate. 

The truth of the matter became more and more apparent to me—there 
just was no such thing as the perfect baseball player. Or one who is even 
nearly perfect. Players vary in their abilities .. . but the best batter often 
struck out, and never hit safely even half the time. The best pitcher lost 
now and then ... the best fielder dropped one occasionally. 

The history of humanity reveals a striking spiritual resemblance. Some 
men have risen to greater heights than others. But all—ALL have fallen 
far short of the requirements of a holy God. 

The Bible teaches that man was created in the image of God, but fell 
into sin. In that sense he is lost, and needs to be saved from the conse- 
quences of sin, which is death—or eternal separation from God. 

God in His love has provided a means of spanning the awful chasm 
between Himself and fallen man. It is the one way back. It is His own 
dear Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. He bore the penalty of our sins by dying 
on the cross of Calvary—not as a martyr who couldn’t help Himself, 
but as a substitute who knew that the wages of sin was death, but was 
willing to pay this supreme price in order that we might live. 

Only those who believe . . . who accept Christ as Saviour and place 
full trust in Him ... can be saved. To reject Him is to cut off the only 
way of escape from the judgment to come. 

Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me.” There’s the only One who knows, speaking about 
the only thing that matters! Had there been any other way, would God 
have caused His own Son to suffer such anguish . . . to die such a death? 

What about your prospects for heaven? If you’re trusting in good works 

. church membership ... baptism ... or anything other than Christ’s 
atonement for your sin ... the Bible says you cannot be saved. These are 
good in themselves—but not good enough to bring you salvation. 

Face the issue squarely. Then, if you have never done so before, ask 
the Lord Jesus Christ to forgive your sins and save you. He is not willing 
that any should perish, but that all should come to repentance. Call 
on Him now.

God’s Word, 
God’s Spirit, and God’s people are all He 
needs to impart His blessing. 

May we plan and prepare our sermons 
on our knees before the open Book, and 
may the Great Preacher Himself speak 
His messages through us. Then it may be 
said in our day, “And the Lord descended 
in the cloud, and stood with him there, 
and proclaimed the name of the Lord” 
(Exod. 34:5). THE END

with one of Brazil's wildest tribes? 
Here is a missionary adventure 


of the old-fashioned heroic 


September 21, 1953 
Dear Friend: 

Our last letter told of plans for the 
beginning of our trip to the Xingu. Now 
that we have returned we can tell of the 
Lord’s mercy and blessing. 

Our party consisted of Tommy and 
myself, Harry Boliback, Harola Reimer 
and twenty-two Brazilians who were 
going to survey land. 

We had expected to spend about twelve 
days in camp making canoes. But as it 
turned out, we were there twenty-one 
days. In the days of waiting, an aerial 
survey of that section was made. I was 
privileged to go up with the pilot and 
photographer. The plane was a two- 
motor Beechcraft, and I sat down in the 
glass nose where I could see everything. 

First we flew low along the Kuluene 
so that I could chart the river and its 
rapids. I knew after that flight that our 
trip down the river would not be an easy 
one. Then we turned and flew over sev- 
eral Chavanti Indian villages. The first 
was evidently a hunting village, for it 
was unoccupied at that time. The sec- 
ond was three miles in from the river 
and had forty-four houses. We flew as 
low as twenty feet over that one and I 
saw a number of Chavanti. The next 
village had twenty-six houses and the 
last one forty-three. This made a total 
of 113 fair-sized houses in the occupied 
villages. We judge that there ought to 
be about ten Indians to a house, so that 
brings us to an estimated total of over 
a thousand Indians in the villages we 
saw. 

On June 24, the day that Brazil cele- 
brates for John the Baptist, we started 
our trip down river. We hadn’t gone ten 
minutes when one canoe was “baptized,” 
with all the cargo. Everything was 
soaked, so we stopped and made camp 
to dry out the things. This was the first 
of many such experiences. The canoe 
was salvaged, but later it was lost in 
another rapid.

The Kuluene River has many more 
rapids and gorges than the Kurizeu, 
which I have always traveled before. 
There were just as many fallen trees to 


“be chopped through to give passage for 


the canoes. The Kuluene, being larger, 
had much more water and often the 
channel was too deep for the fifteen 
foot poles to touch bottom. When the 
channel narrowed down to a gorge all 
that water rushing through the narrow 
opening was a tremendous obstacle. 

In one of these gorges there was no 
way through at all. We had to let the 
empty canoes down over bad drops with 
stout ropes. Often those of us who held 
the ropes or maneuvered the canoes were 
in grave danger of falling into the raging 
torrent. We would then have been hope- 
lessly battered against the rocks. 

In all, there were more than one hun- 
dred bad rapids and five falls of from 
six to fifteen feet. We portaged the 
cargo twenty-five times around the worst 
places. These portages were from a mile 
to two miles long. Each fall, rapid and 
portage had its dangers and difficulties. 

On the fourteenth day of the journey, 
after seeing a number of signs of the 
Chavanti, we lost one of our canoes in 
a deep rapid. We were portaging the 
next rapid when two Indians appeared 
on the bank, yelling and shaking a bunch 
of arrows. We went to greet them, and 
then the Indians appeared from every- 
where—upstream, downstream, and the 













other side! Some were painted red, some 
black. Some had their heads shaved, 
some had long hair. Some were tall, but 
none six feet as they had been reported 
to be. We counted fifty-five at one time, 
but now and then saw others in the 
woods with war clubs. 

We began to trade with them and 
gave out a few presents. But when Harry 
started to play his accordion and Harold 
his trombone the Indians fled like a shot. 
Then they returned and asked that the 
instruments be put back in their cases. 
The witchdoctor (we presume) tried to 
“tame” Harry by passing chewed bark 
on his head. When I played the vic- 
trola, I was tolc to put that away too. 
They were afraid of cameras as well. 

They were not satisfied with anything 
we did, and all the while some of them 
were trying to steal our belongings. When 
one of them started off with some of 
our valuables I went after him. That 
made Tommy afraid, so Harry came 
after me. I recovered some of the stolen 
things which were hidden in the woods. 
I was on my way out when Harry ar- 
rived. That was when I saw the Indians 
with war clubs hiding there. 

The group at the port tried to get us 
all to join hands and dance with them 
in a circle, a Chavanti on each side of 
a “civilizado,” with interlocking fingers. 
We wondered then if their plan was to 
have us all secure in their hands, when 
the ones with clubs would attack us. But 
God gave wisdom and courage, and we 
freed ourselves and began to load the 
canoes to leave. 

When we saw that the situation was 
becoming tense we got into the canoes 
and passed over to the other side of the 
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river. One Indian swam after us and 
put a great stick in the front of our 
canoes. We later learned that this was 
to cause our canoes to sink. 

We started down river to get away 
from them, but less than a half mile 
down was another bad rapid in the form 
of an S which we had to portage. Sev- 
eral Indians followed us. Then, after 
swimming over to our canoes to get 
some brick sugar, they swam back and 
showed us where to go through the rapid. 
It was the place most likely for us to 
shipwreck! 

It was already late, so we decided to 
spend the night and portage before day- 
light. Just then several arrows came at 
us. Two of’ them just missed my head. 

The Brazilians spent the night on the 
ground, sleeping little, if any, and keep- 
ing guard. We who were in His keeping 
swung our hammocks and slept. Our 
guard was One who never sleeps. We 
did agree, though, that it was wise to 
post a guard. The next morning early 
we were on our way below the rapid. 

All went well until noon; when we had 
to portage again. In the midst of that, 
the same Indians appeared on both sides 
of the river, waving flags made of dyed 
grass and yelling. Because of the hap- 
penings of the day before, we didn’t feel 
that we could trust them. We shouldn’t 
put ourselves into their power again, 
especially since we had no interpreter 
to make them understand our intentions 
toward them. 

Soon arrows began to fly. This time 
one just missed Harold’s leg. Some of 
our party began to shoot into the air 
to warn the Indians. We were held down 
by the arrows until about 4:30 p.m., when 
we finally reloaded the canoes and began 
to move. 

We stopped at dark and made camp 
while the Brazilians again posted sen- 
tinels. Again we missionaries slept. trust- 
ing ourselves to His care. 

The next day, July 9, we kept a guard 
along the bank, twelve men, twenty feet 
apart, carrying rifles. The rest of us 
worked the canoes and cargo through 
the rapids. Harry and Harold were in 
the infantry, Tommy and I in the navy. 

All went well until noon, when we 
were passing a narrow stretch of the 
river. Arrows began to come at us from 
both sides. I guess when their witch- 
craft didn’t work they really became 
desperate, so reverted to their arrows to 
kill us. They came close, but just then 
a strong wind came upstream, blowing 
the arrows off course. It was a testimony 
to the Brazilians, for they really recog- 
nized God’s hand when the wind began 
to blow. 

We were again held down by the 
arrows until almost dark. I suggested 
that we try going on in the dark as far 
as possible without risking too much. 
As we left, two more arrows were shot 
and just missed the last boat. We trav- 
eled until about 9:00 p.m., often hearing 
the water rushing but seeing nothing in 
the blackness. We picked our way by 
sound. Only God knows the dangers we 
escaped as you prayed that night. Finally 
we heard an exceptionally big roar, so 
decided to stop until daylight. 

We all spent the rest of the night on 
the ground. Most of the men were too 
tired to eat their supper of boiled rice.

The rapid had to be portaged the next 
morning. We. still saw signs of the 
Chavanti, but no more arrows were shot 
at us. 

On July 11 we passed the port of the 
second Chavanti village. We saw a large 
flock of wild duck swimming in the river 
near us, but though we were hungry for 
meat we thought it best not to shoot. 
We feared attracting the attention of 
more Chavanti. The pilot of my boat hit 
one duck with a palm nut, they were so 
close. 

When we finally passed the rapids we 
lashed the three canoes together and 
traveled on down the river with the aid 
of an outboard motor. By the time we 
finally reached our old friends the Kala- 
palos, most of our food was gone. The 
men were eating moldy rice, cooked with- 
out salt or grease and sometimes burned, 
for the Chavanti had stolen our caldrons 
and we were cooking in a five-gailon 
gasoline can. 

In our last letter we asked prayer for 
our traveling companions. The first 
meetings we had with these men, a num- 
ber would not attend at all. Others came 
just to be polite, but few showed any 
real interest in the gospel. However, 
after seeing the hand of God upon us 
as we traveled through the treacherous 
river, and seeing His protection in our 
encounter with the Chavanti, there was 
a real change in them. Many then 
showed a desire to accept the Lord and 
did so. It was our custom to begin each 
day with prayer, and after they saw the 
hand of the Lord, they themselves asked 
for prayer before starting out. 

We flew out by plane (a four-and-a- 
half-hour flight as compared to the 
thirty-five-day trip down river), but 
these men came back up river (the 
Kurizeu this time) and across land. 
They spent a night with us here at the 
station on their return. We had a meet- 
ing before separating, and several of 
them gave testimonies of what the Lord 
meant to them. Now we have an invita- 
tion to.visit their home town just south 
of Cuiaba, and hold meetings and be 
welcomed into their homes. Truly the 
Lord did great things for us, whereof 
we are glad. 

We asked prayer for our contacts with 
the Indians. We did contact the Chavanti 
as we so much desired. We thank you 
for praying for the deliverance of our 
lives. We know it was only in answer to 
prayer that we returned ‘alive from our 
encounter with them. We had hoped for 
a friendly contact, one that would lead 
to openings for other contacts. We must 
confess that we were disappointed. 

We still commit these Chavanti to 
Him. We still desire to reach them for 
Christ. But we must wait upon Him to 
show the way. They are appearing at 
the government outpost just eighty miles 
from here, have been there twice since 
our encounter with them on the Kuluene. 
Perhaps later we can again meet them 
there, when we have an interpreter to 
help us. We’d appreciate your continued 
prayer to this end.

More from Colombia 

CHURCH CLOSED THIS MORNING 
BY GOVERNMENT ORDER STOP

This cable reached the office of the 
Association of Baptists for World Evan- 
gelism on October 26. Leticia is the one 
station of the mission in Colombia. The 
lone Colombian port on the upper Ama- 
zon, it has been continuously occupied 
by this mission for almost ten years. 
But now Blakely Rogers, missionary in 
charge, is reporting government action 
forbidding the work to go on. 

What was behind this move? 

The immediate occasion was a decree 
issued by the Ministry of Government 
in Bogota on September 3. That decree 
hit not only at the A.B.W.E. in remote 
Leticia, it struck at the nine or ten 
missionaries of the Mennonite Brethren 
in the Choco, to the northwest. It aimed 
at the expulsion of the Foursquare mis- 
sion from the Magdalena valley, as well 
as The Evangelical Alliance Mission work 
along the same river. The Christian and 
Missionary Alliance was affected, as well 
as other missions. 

The basis for the decree was a new 
concordat with the Vatican. On last 
January 29, the previous fanatical con- 
servative government of Laureano Gomez 
signed this new concordat. Under its 
terms the government agreed to extend 
greatly the limits of what are called 
“mission territories.” Theoretically these 
are territories occupied by Colombia’s 
sparse Indian population. The govern- 
ment also confirmed a previous agree- 
ment that the Roman Catholic Churcn 
should have exclusive right to teach the 
Indians in the “mission territories.” 

Take a look at the accompanying map. 
The shaded parts are what are now 
included in the “mission territories,” ac- 
cording to a map sent us from Colombia. 
In area they represent the greater part 
of the country. They include cities and 
towns and old settled areas as well as 
the sparsely inhabited plains, jungles and 
mountains where the Indians live. 

The government on its part has gone 
much farther than the concordat. The 
concordat only promised the Roman 
Catholic Church a monopoly of teaching 
the Indians. The government is trying 
to put a stop also to all religious wor- 
ship, other than Catholic, and to force 
Protestant missions to abandon their 
work. In some cases we are informed 
that they have obliged the missionaries 
to post a bond with the national police 
to guarantee their departure. 

Evangelical Alliance chapels in Chape- 
tona and Playitas have been closed. The 
mission’s gospel services along the Mag- 
dalena River have been prohibited, al- 
though this is certainly not Indian 
territory. In the Choco, the Gospel Mis- 
sionary Union and the Mennonite Breth- 
ren are reported to be ready to go to 
jail rather than leave. The Christian 
and Missionary Alliance workers have 
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taken the same stand. In one area the 
order is said to have been withdrawn 
after the missionaries appealed to a cer- 
tain military commander. He agreed 
that the order was not legal and was 
contrary to the treaty between Colombia 
and the United States. A local official 
allowed the missionaries to continue. 

Representations have been made to 
both governments. We trust that even 
before this item is in print this new 
violation of religious liberty will have 
been corrected. 


Panama Conference 

To most Americans, Panama is the 
canal. That narrow corridor right across 
the center of the country absorbs all of 
our attention. We forget that Panama 
is also a republic—one of the twenty 
Latin American nations. 

In a missionary sense, too, Panama 
has tended to be overlooked. That is, 
until recent years. Since the war a new 
interest in Panama has sprung up. A 
number of missions have already started, 
or are planning to begin work in this 
country. 

To bring a closer fellowship among 
the new groups entering Panama, Wil- 
liam H. Beeby pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Balboa Heights, in the Canal 
Zone, called a week’s-.conference at the 
church, September 20-27. It was an ap- 
propriate place for the conference, since 
this church is known as the most active 
evangelical church in the Zone. 

Eleven organizations responded to the 
invitation. Methodist, Foursquare and 
San Blas Missions had been longest in 
the country, together with the American 
Bible Society, whose headquarters for 
the Caribbean area is in Cristobal, C.Z. 
Newer missions were the Central Ameri- 
can Mission and the recently arrived 
Gospel Missionary Union. G.M.U.’s Don 
Shidler was the main speaker. Other 
boards represented were the Baptists 
(Conservative and Southern), Church of 
God, Latin American Mission, New Tribes 
Mission, and Radio Station HOXO. — 

It is hoped that soon there will be 
annual inspirational meetings for the 
missionaries in Panama. 


Flood and Drought 

Lutheran missions in South India have 
been facing two critical problems—too 
much water and too little. 

In the Telugu field the United Lu- 
theran Mission reported a disastrous 
flood. The Godavari River, swollen by 
heavy rains, broke through its levees 
and caused tremendous damage. Center 
of the disaster was the city of Rajah- 
mundry, where 2,700 houses are said to 
have collapsed. 

On church properties fifty-five build- 
ings were destroyed or damaged. Dam- 
age was particularly severe at the hos- 
pital, where the workers’ quarters and 
Dr. Zigler’s bungalow all collapsed, and 
valuable medical equipment and supplies 
were ruined. One Christian and his wife 
were rescued after huddling for three 
days between the ceiling and _ the 
thatched roof of their home. 

In the Tamil field, the Church of 
Sweden Mission is planning to strike 
back at the drought. The mission re- 
ports that many villages are “in danger 
of dying out completely,” since their 
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shallow wells have dried up. As well 
after well dries up, the people leave their 
villages. Many have been reduced to 
begging at railroad stations and in the 
streets of the town. Some pastors have 
reported that entire congregations “dis- 
appeared,” or that only a few remained, 
living on roots and cactus plants. 

The mission intends to buy drilling 
equipment to drill deep wells for the 
villages. The wells are to be drilled on 
government-owned common land so that 
all, even the poorest and the outcasts, 
may have free access to them. The wells 
will not only help meet the present 
emergency, they should make a per- 
manent contribution to the raising of 
the living standard, which is so des- 
perately low in most of India. 


Teacher Problem 

For some reason, churches and Chris- 
tians in the United States often refuse 
to consider the teaching of missionary 
children a really missionary task. Young 
people who volunteer for this ministry 
may find that their home churches will 
not support them. 

This was the situation which faced the 
Japan Evangelieal Christian School re- 
cently. A teacher was needed for the 
third and fourth grades. A volunteer 
was available at home and was accepted. 
But the young woman was unable to get 
the needed support. What to do? 

The directors of the school put the 
problem before the missionaries of The 
Evangelical Alliance Mission in Japan, 
when they held their annual conference. 
Within a few minutes the missionaries 
pledged from their own allowances 
enough to guarantee the teacher’s salary. 
Word was sent for her to sail as soon 
as passage could be booked. 

Meantime the school opened its fall 
term with an enrollment of 110 children 
in grades one to ten. 


New Leper Work 

In March, 1951, the Moravians were 
obliged to hand over their leper home 
in Jerusalem to the Israel government. 
The Jesus Help Home was one of the 
earliest efforts to do something for lep- 
rosy sufferers. But now the Israel gov- 
ernment felt that it should take full 
responsibility for all such work. 

Since that time the Moravians have 
been on the lookout for another such 
opportunity for service to the lepers of 
the Near East. Money received from the 
sale of the former home would help 
start a new work. 

Final decision on a full-scale new work 
will have to wait for three or four years 
for a meeting of the General Synod. 
But in the meantime something is to be 
done for one group of lepers just a few 
miles from Jerusalem. Silwan is in 
Transjordan, and some of the lepers 
there were former patients in the Jesus 
Help Home. This has made the church 
feel somewhat of a special obligation to 
them. 

Said one of the lepers when a visit 
was made to them, “There are many 
things we need, but most of all we need 
someone to care for us.” 
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building craftsmen. To help remedy this 
lack, and as a part of their missionary 
service, the four Lutheran missions in 
the country are planning a secondary 
crafts school. Beginning with thirty 
students as soon as the first buildings 
are ready, they plan to reach a capacity 
of 240 students by the end of five years. 

There will of course be more foreign 
than native teachers at the beginning. 
However, they plan to replace foreign 
teachers gradually with Ethiopians. At 
the end of ten years there should be only 
five foreign to eight Ethiopian teachers. 
In fifteen years it should be three for- 
eign and ten Ethiopian. 

Lutheran World Federation is giving 
the money for the buildings. The mis- 
sions in the field will care for the running 
costs. Two of the missions are from 
Sweden, one from Norway and one from 
Germany. 


Mau Mau Affairs 

The Mau Mau trouble in Kenya Colony 
is far from over. The Africa Inland 
Mission in that area has established an 
Emergency Relief Committee of six mis- 
sionaries and six African Christians to 
function as follows: 

(1) To investigate and seek means to 
relieve distress and suffering occasioned 
by the present emergency. 

(2) To give assistance and advice on 
legal matters to victims. 

(3) To aid in the rehabilitation of 
those whose former living has now been 
cut off. 

(4) To provide spiritual help and Bible 
teaching for those in camps and other 
settlements. 


Congo Growth 

The year 1953 marked the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the arrival of missionaries 
in the Belgian Congo. Although growth 
was slow at the beginning, it has been 
very rapid in the past few years. Figures 
compiled from government sources give 
the Protestant population at the begin- 
ning of 1953 as about 1,600,000. Of this 
number more than 675,000 are members 
of the churches, while more than 270,000 
are catechumens. This means an increase 
of more than 100,000 church members in 
two years. And the number of catechu- 
mens points to further large increases. 

Much as we rejoice in this growth, we 
cannot help being concerned about the 
problems it raises. These new converts 
need to be shepherded and taught. It is 
very doubtful that there are enough 
trained workers to do the job well. This 
training of an African ministry is one of 
the most important tasks our missions 
face. 

Meantime the Roman Catholics are 
planning to establish a university at Kim- 
wenza, near Leopoldville, as an extension 
of the University of Louvain. A non- 
confessional state university is also to be 
established in Ruanda-Urandi, which will 
accept students from the Congo.

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AT THE LORD’S TABLE 


AUL speaks of the Christian who par- 
Prakes of the Lord’s Supper “unworth- 

ily.” The word is defined by his 
words, “But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup” (I Cor. 11:28-32). The 
meaning is opened up by the Greek 
word translated “examine.” It is doxipatw 
(dokimaz6), meaning to put to the test 
for the purpose of approving, and if the 
person meets the _ specifications laid 
down, to put one’s approval upon him. 

Before the Christian partakes of the 
Lord’s Supper, he is to put himself to 
the test for the purpose of approving 
himself as worthy of such participation, 
the specifications being that there is no 
unconfessed sin in his life. If he finds 
something in his life upon which the 
Word of God cannot put its approval, 
he must first confess it. Then he is 
worthy to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

The word “confess” as used in I John 
1:9 is épodkoyéw (homologed). It is made 
up of homos, “the same,” and legd, “to 
speak”—“to speak the same” thing that 
another speaks, thus, to agree with him, 
Therefore, when we confess our sins to 
the Lord Jesus, we agree with Him about 
that sin. He says, “That is sin in your 
life. You should hate it, put it out of 
your life, resolve never to do it again, 
and you should be filled with a godly 
sorrow for it and repent of it.” When we 
agree with Him in all this and act ac- 
cordingly, that is scriptural confession 
of sin. 

“Damnation” is too strong a word to 
translate the Greek here, which is simply 
xpiwa (krima), “judgment.” The judg- 
ment meted out to the one who comes 
to the Lord’s Table with unconfessed 
sin was, in the case of the Corinthian 
saints, physical infirmities, illness, some- 
times physical death. That is not to say 
all illness or death is the result of coming 
to the Lord’s table unworthily. Some- 
times the choicest saints have been the 
greatest sufferers. The preventive of such 
judgment is to judge ourselves before we 
come to the Lord’s table. 

Our Lord said, “This is my blood of 
the new testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins” (Matt. 
26:28). The word “testament” is dradjxn 
(diathéké), used in secular Greek of a 
man’s last will or testament. It is so 
used in Hebrews 9:16, 17. God’s first will 
was made symbolically effective by 
animal blood, the new will was made 
actually effective by Jesus’ blood. The 
first testament extended from Genesis 
3:21 to the cross. The new testament 
began at the cross and is eternal.

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THE SCRIPTURES AND PRIVATE 
INTERPRETATION 

What is the meaning of the words in 
II Peter 1:20: “Knowing this first, that 
no prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation”? Is not the right 
of the individual to interpret the Scrip- 
tures one of the principles of Protes- 
tantism? 


This passage of Scripture does not 
refer to that great principle of Protes- 
tantism that it is the right of every 
believer to interpret or understand the 
Scriptures for himself, as over against 
the presumptuous and unscriptural claim 
of the Roman Catholic Church that it 
alone (that is, its clergy) may or can 
interpret the Scriptures. 

The sense of the word “private” in 
II Peter 1:20 is that no scripture may be 
interpreted according to any man’s fancy 
or will, that is, not from within himself, 
because it is not man’s word but God’s 
Word. The prophets did not speak as 
they pleased; neither can any man inter- 
pret what they said as he pleases. This 
meaning is made clear in verse 21: “For 
the prophecy came not in old time by 
the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Prophecy was not even explained by 
the individual prophet who spoke, for 
the prophets themselves, according to 
I Peter 1:10-12, did not know how or 
when their prophecies would be fulfilled 
with reference to salvation in the coming 
of Messiah. 

Again, the word “interpretation” here 
may be thought of as “origination.” The 
apostle is defending the truth of “the 
power and coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” It was not “cunningly devised 
fables” of any man’s origination that 
they had declared, but they were “eye- 
witnesses” of that which originated in 
the Holy Ghost’s moving upon the 
prophets of old to declare.

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It is possible that the parcel of land to 
be redeemed was encumbered with a 
mortgage or its equivalent in those days. 
This might have been profitable, or at 
least not unprofitable in itself. 

But the “redeemer” was also obliged 
under the laws of the Old Testament to 
marry the widow of the deceased to raise 
up a seed to his name. In that case the 
inheritance would go down to the seed 
and the redeemer would have paid out 
money from his own heritage for a her- 
itage that would not go to the children 
of his own name but to those of Ruth’s 
former husband, for children thus born 
would bear the name of the first or 
deceased husband. Thus the redeemer’s 
own heritage would be marred by the 
cost of the redemption of the other. 

Josephus, the Jewish historian, states 
that the redeemer mentioned here al- 
ready had a wife and family, which is 
certainly implied in the statement, “Lest 
I mar mine own inheritance.” It is pos- 
sible also that to bring a Moabitess into 
the home, even though the widow of an 
Israelite, might have caused jealousy and 
dissension.

ITALICS IN THE BIBLE 
Can you tell me why so many words 


in the Scriptures are printed in italics?

Italics in the Bible indicate that the 
words so italicized are not present in the 
original, that is, Hebrew in the Old 
Testament and Greek in the New. 

Italicized words therefore have no spe- 
cial significance. They only supply those 
words which are necessary to make better 
sense in English, but which the idiom of 
the original languages does not require. 
It might be possible to modify the real 
meaning of a passage in this way, but 
apparently this is not the case.

STRANGE FIRE 

What is meant by the “strange fire’ 
of Leviticus 10:1, offered by Nadab and 
Abihu, two of the sons of the high priest 
Aaron, and why were they so drastically 
punished for it, being devoured by the 
fire?—J. D., Chicago, Ill. 

“There came a fire out from before the 
Lord, and consumed upon the altar” all 
the sacrifices upon it (Lev. 9:24). This 
was the visible manifestation of the 
divine favor and approval of all that 
had been done in the consecration of 
the tabernacle and in the institution of 





the priesthood. It was a most solemn 
occasion in Israel’s history as the people 
responded in adoring worship at such 
marked manifestation of the divine pres- 
ence. 

The bringing of this strange fire was 
therefore a brazen act of sacrilege and 
flagrant disregard of the divine require- 
ment (Lev. 16:12). Because of the ex- 
treme solemnity of the occasion, it met 
with summary and most drastic judg- 
ment. While Nadab and Abihu trans- 
gressed in several respects, their greatest 
sin was in ignoring the sacred fire of 
Jehovah to offer the common fire of 
man’s kindling. In its application it 
stands for the self-will in religion and 
worship as opposed to God’s will, for 
man’s way as against- God’s way, and 
there is much of it in these days. 

In this critical moment in the nation’s 
spiritual history God vindicated His holy 
law and showed that it could not be 
violated with impunity by high or low. 
It is worth observing that immediately 
following this incident there is the pro- 
hibition of intoxicating drink (Lev. 10:9), 
suggesting that Nadab and Abihu may 
have been under its influence, and there- 
fore, unclean and unholy, as suggested 
in verse 10, and unfit for the divine 
service.

ABRAHAM AND KETURAH 

Can you explain the marriage of 
Abraham to Keturah (Gen. 25:1-4) and 
the children begotten of that marriage, 
when Abraham was at such an advanced 
age, and especially in view of Romans 
4:18-21 which declares that even before 
the birth of Isaac (Gen. 21:2) his body 
was “now dead’? I have never found a 
satisfactory explanation of this problem.

It does not seem possible to render an 
authoritative opinion with any degree 
of certainty on the matter of Abraham’s 
marriage to Keturah. Opinion is divided 
among commentators both ancient and 
modern. 

Perhaps the more satisfactory explana- 
tion, and one which would be more in 
accord with what we should like and 
expect in one who is called “the Friend 
of God,” is that the rejuvenation of 
body (in itself a miracle of God’s power) 
which made possible Isaac’s conception 
and birth, continued on for many years. 

It is possible also that the account of 
the marriage with Keturah is not quite 
in the chronological order of events. 
This is, of course, in no sense a refliec- 
tion on the inspiration of the Scriptures. 
And if this is the case, the recording of 
the death of Sarah first would be the 
logical order and much more appropriate 
to the writer’s purpose. 

The main purpose of the writer is to 
show that every worldly or distracting 
influence was to be removed from the 
promised seed, Isaac, so that he should 
be left in undisturbed fellowship with 
God and separated from the “world.” 
It is also no doubt to show that Abraham 
was to be “a father of many nations” 
in the physical sense also, according to 
the promise of God (Gen. 17:5). 

It must be remembered that Abraham, 
in spite of his unique relationship with 
God, was a child of his time and of its 
morals, of which polygamy and con- 
cubinage were a part. 
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congregation understand and receive the 
sermon. In a message on Romans 12:2, 
for example, much time could be taken 
in the pulpit discussing the word “trans- 
formed.” The implications are so full 
and striking they could hardly be re- 
ceived by the congregation in the few 
minutes of a sermon introduction. 
Through our sheet of sermon helps the 
people are taken into the pastor’s study, 
1s it were, where they come to appreciate 
the biblical foundation of his coming 
message. The message itself comes as a 
grand climax, driving home the week’s 
theme. 

We have found that our congregational 
sermon helps provide an awareness of 
the unity of the Bible and the light one 
part sheds on another. For one week, 
teaching is concentrated on one par- 
ticular theme with Scripture references 
from various parts of the Bible. 

Most ministers would be dismayed to 
know how much of their carefully pre- 
pared sermons are forgotten by Monday 
morning. This is understandable. Our 
sermons are often not as effective as they 
should be, for in the brief time allotted 
it is difficult for the message to reach 
each one, concerned as he is with his 
own personal thoughts and problems. 

Where such sermon helps are provided, 
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however, the message becomes an edifice 
built on a strong foundation. The people 
are not being preached at. Together with 
the pastor they have studied the Word 
throughout the week. The Holy Spirit 
has had opportunity to prepare both 
pastor and congregation. 

Naturally such a plan involves addi- 
tional work. The minister must know at 
least a week in advance what his sermon 
subject will be. A little time must be 
spent in stenciling and mimeographing. 

We have found that it is wise to make 
the helps progressive by presenting the 
more elementary material first and the 
deeper phases of the study later in the 
week. Usually it is best not to duplicate 
the precise sermon content in the helps. 
Essentially sermon helps are for the 
minister who has gathered so many gems 
during the week that he cannot give 
them all away on Sunday. 


When the pastor begins to hear his 
people discuss the subject of the coming 
sermon as naturally as they talk about 
the weather, and when he finds the im- 
portant sermon sheet protruding from 
dust-free Bibles, he will know his time 
and work were well worth while.

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One secretary's shortcuts to— 





| FING a church secretary is usually a 
full-time job. Certainly it is in our 
busy church where our time is filled 
with duties which seem to drop into the 
office from all directions as the many 
organizations carry on their activities. 

To carry on most effectively, one needs 
some kind of schedule. While ours may 
not exactly fit the needs in your church 
office. it may be helpful in checking your 
own routine. 

Monday and Tuesday of each week at 
our church (Judson Baptist. Oak Park. 
Ill.) are set aside for the publishing and 
mailing of a three-page mimeograph 
paper. giving pertinent information con- 
cerning coming activities. The material 
is written by various individuals and 
groups, and as secretary I set up the 
paper, seeking to have variety from week 
to week in the manner of presentation 
and layout of each page. Here are a few 
mimeograph hints we have found very 
helpful: 

In setting up form for the paper, bul- 
letin and just about all forms of mimeo- 
graph work, make up a dummy copy for 
spacing and arrangement before typing 
on the stencil itself. The extra work of 
retyping on the stencil is really not 
“extra,” as it can be copied very quickly, 
with a well-spaced finished product as 
the result. The dummy copy also allows 
for spacing each line, so that both right 
and left margins are even, giving neat, 
even columns in the church paper. Post- 
cards, letters, flyers—all will be well- 
done on the stencil if the secretary has 
the layout complete on a dummy form. 

Wednesday and Thursday are given 
over to the pastor’s correspondence and

any special programs, booklets, announce- 
ments, letters and reminders that may 
be required by various organizations for 
that particular week. It is well to request 
that this special work be turned in well 
in advance so it can be worked into the 
schedule when time allows. We keep a 
lively correspondence with our mission- 
aries and servicemen. as well as many 
others; thus the correspondence alone 
holds an important place in our work. 


Most of Friday is spent on the bulletin 
for Sunday and on routine details, such 
as getting the literature tables and 
registration cards in order for Sunday. 

In Judson Church, the clerk’s records 
are kept in the office, so the secretary is 
also the church clerk, keeping the mem- 
bership rolls, correspondence concerning 
membership letters and official business, 
and minutes of business meetings. 

Christmas, Easter, Missionary Confer- 
ence, Youth Retreat, Promotion Day, 
tent campaign. annual meetings all pre- 
sent extra work in the form of special 
programs and bulletins. The annual re- 
port is compiled and mimeographed— 
about 42 pages in two weeks—at the end 
of each church year. There is a feeling 
of real accomplishment when you turn 
out a good finished product. 

The staff at our church work as a unit 
to accomplish the task for our wonderful 
Lord. The secretary’s job is often “behind 
the scenes.” but is vital to the effective 
work of the pastor and church. No work 
is insignificant or unimportant when it 
is God’s choice for you. I count it a 
privilege to serve Him as a church secre- 
tary. THE END

An Interest-Building Sunday School Contest 


wr pastor, Sunday school superin- 
4 tendent and teacher wishes to see 
Sunday school attendance increase. No 
one has ever offered a perfect approach 
to this problem. But every workable idea 
has some value. And when a plan has 
been tried over a period of time by a 
number of churches, it usually has quite 
a bit more merit. The following plan has 
proved workable. 


It was used in a conference in the 
Pacific Northwest with a number of 
churches competing against others for 


the largest gains. The results were most 
gratifying. Almost every church showed 
gains, some breaking all-time attendance 
records. 

We called our plan the “2 UP Cam- 
paign” and it worked this way: A very 
large chart was made that could be easily 
seen by everyone in the auditorium. 
There were thirteen steps in the chart, 
each one representing one Sunday in the 
quarter. 

If the Sunday school had an average 
attendance of 75 and wished to increase 
to 100, the number 75 was placed on the 
first step at the lower left corner. The 
number present on each succeeding Sun- 
day was placed on each ascending step. 
If the Sunday school gained an average 
of two each week, there were 101 in at- 
tendance at the end of the quarter. 

The chart may be made for a longer 
or shorter period than one quarter. Some 
will find it profitable also to substitute

higher goals in terms of larger per Sun- 
day increase. 
Blue ink may be used to indicate the 


gains from Sunday to Sunday. If the 
attendance should fall below the goal for 
any Sunday. place this in large red 
figures. indicating that the Sunday 


school is in the red for that week. The 
one in charge of the chart should make 
the most of its use each Sunday to en- 
courage constant gains until the goal is 
achieved. 

It is well to have the campaign climax 
on some important date, giving a definite 
goal toward which to work and often 
increasing the interest. 

A small Sunday school would profit 
from the use of this plan. “Any Sunday 
school could gain two each Sunday” 
would probably be the initial reaction. 

A larger church can most effectively 
use the plan by getting each of the 
classes to initiate it separately with class 
competition to see which can reach its 
goal first. 

A group of churches could very suc- 
cessfully use this plan. The superintend- 
ent of each Sunday school would report

Truth from the Earth 


The Garden of Eden 
By G. Coleman Luck 


page 2:8 states that after God created Adam and Eve He placed them 
J in “a garden eastward in Eden.” The region in which this garden must 
have been located can be identified with some accuracy, since four rivers are 
specified as being in the vicinity: Pison, Gihon, Hiddekel, and Euphrates 
(Gen. 2:10-14). 

The first two of these rivers are unknown today, but the Euphrates is 
still renowned and so is Hiddekel, an ancient name for the modern Tigris. 
These two rivers, the Tigris and Euphrates, rise at the present time in 
Armenia, their headwaters being only a few miles apart. They finally run 
together about one hundred miles north of the Persian Gulf. The area 
between them is known as Mesopotamia—‘between the rivers” (see e.g., 
Gen. 24:10). The greater part of this region is in the country today called 
Iraq. 

The Euphrates is the largest river in southwest Asia, and the Tigris is a 
sizeable stream. While it is true that thousands of years ago their courses 
may have been somewhat different from the present, nevertheless, the 
Garden of Eden must have been in this general region. 

Some authorities think the garden was near the ancient city of Babylon, 
where the two rivers come very close together. Others place it at Eridu, a 
city twelve miles southwest of Ur of the Chaldees. The latter is the tradi- 
tional site. Many monuments testify to the belief of the ancient Baby- 
lonians that Eridu was the oldest city in the world and very sacred. 

On some of the most ancient tablets dug up in Babylon, it is stated that 
“near Eridu was a garden in which was a mysterious sacred tree, a tree of 
life, planted by the gods, whose roots were deep while its branches reached 
to heaven, protected by two guardian spirits, and that no man enters into 
the midst of it.” Compare this with Genesis 3:23, 24. Dr. Melvin Grove 
Kyle has written that “wherever it is possible to trace back the lines of 
emigration of the early nations mentioned in the Bible, it is always found 
that the ultimate direction is toward a certain comparatively small area 
in western Asia.”

The only en- 
trance into the Christian life is by the 
door of regeneration, which is the act 
of God whereby the divine nature is im- 
parted to the repentant and believing 
sinner and he becomes a child of God. 

He who has not entered by this way 
has not entered at all. He may he re- 
ligious, yes, even a church member; but 
without the new birth he is still in his 
trespasses and sins, without God and 
without hope (Eph. 2:1, 12). 

There is a very serious tendency which 
leads many astray in our day and that 
is the use of the old Bible terms but with 
a new meaning. Some speak of the new 
birth when they mean only a sort of 
spiritual culture and development or 
some obviously inadequate _ spiritual 
change. The new birth is a thorough- 
going change of life, which is likened 
in Scripture to being made alive from 
the dead. 

Nicodemus came with a vital question, 
one which we believe is on the hearts of 
many in our day: How does a man be- 
come a Christian? Nicodemus was a 
leader among the Jews and was a bit 
hesitant about this new Teacher. His 
appreciation of Jesus was also a bit 
superficial (v. 2), being based on the 
miraculous signs he had seen. He appar- 
ently wanted more signs. But the im- 
portant thing is that he came, even 
though he did come by night. Any soul 
in distress who comes to Jesus will find 
the right answer. To Nicodemus He re- 
vealed 


I. The Necessity for the New Birth 
(vv. 1-7) 

God is no respecter of persons. This 
learned and dignified doctor of divinity 
had to be born again just as much as 
the illiterate fisherman. It was well that 
the necessity for the new birth was pre- 
sented to a man like Nicodemus, or there 
would have been apparent ground for 
the argument that some use even today, 
that regeneration is for the down-and- 
out sinner. 

Meeting this cultured and _ distin- 
guished gentleman with all kindness, but 
unimpressed by his high station in life, 
Jesus, with decisive boldness, declared to 
him the absolute necessity for the new 
birth. 
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Two reasons are given for the “must” 
of verse 7: (1) the kingdom of God is a 
spiritual kingdom and cannot be en- 
tered by human or physical birth; (2) 
“that which is born of the flesh” is 
essentially and radically bad (read Jer. 
13:23 and Gal. 5:19-21). We want to 
minimize and suppress that truth today, 
but it is still true. A daily newspaper 
presents proof. Let us believe, and fol- 
low, and teach God’s truth about this 
matter, for only then can we really help 
men. 

Now Jesus, while dealing with what is 
indeed a divine mystery, does help Nico- 
demus to see 


II. The Nature of the New Birth (vv. 
8-11) 

God has very graciously revealed to us 
“all things that pertain unto life and 
godliness, through the knowledge” of 
Christ (II Pet. 1:3). But it is (as we 
should expect) also true that He has 
some things hidden in His eternal coun- 
sels. 

We know the experience of the new 
birth. We see the blessed results of 
regeneration. But what actually takes 
place is a divine mystery not fathomable 
by human reason. One who insists that 
all spiritual truth must pass through the 
little norm of his intelligence will never 
understand or receive its full blessing 
(I Cor. 2:14). 

The striking illustration of the wind 
is excellent. Unseen, its movement is 
evident and the results are tangible. So 
is the experience of regeneration. Be- 
yond our ability to fully understand, yet 
we can accept 


Ill. The Reality of the New Birth 
(v. 16) 

Faith receives God’s perfect provision 
for sin. As there was life in a look at 
the upraised serpent in the wilderness 
(Num. 21:8), so there is life for a look 
at the Crucified One. 

Verse 16 may well be called the great- 
est sentence in the greatest Book in the 
world. It presents the whole plan of 
salvation—its source, its ground, its re- 
cipients, its conditions, and its result. 

Note in the following verses 17-20 that 
those who do not accept regeneration are 
lost. But it is not God who condemns 
them; they condemn themselves. God in 
His infinite grace is ready and willing 
to save, but men love darkness rather 
than light, bécause their deeds are evil. 

Reader, have you been born again? 





January 24 
Jesus and the Samaritans 
John 4:27-42 


MEMORY SELECTION: We have heard 
him ourselves, and know that this is 
indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world.—John 4:42 


Saying is one thing, doing is another, 
The grand truth of the new birth had 
been declared in chapter 3, now in chap- 
ter 4 it is tested—and it worked. It al- 
ways does! 

There was, however, a serious barrier, 
that of racial and social, yes, of religious 
prejudice. Although men are all “of one 
blood” (Acts 17:26), they manage to 
build up between their various groups 
boundary lines which are virtually im- 
passable. How blessed, then, that in 
Christ we find all 


I. Barriers Broken (vv. 4-9) 

These verses are included in our les- 
son, for they give the background cf its 
teaching. The woman at the well was a 
Samaritan. They hated the Jews and 
were hated by them. When the ten tribes 
of Israel had gone into captivity, the 
Assyrians, to repopulate the land, mixed 
Jews and non-Jews and a new half- 
breed race began. At first they were 
idolaters, but soon they adopted the 
Jewish religion, having their own copy 
of the five books of Moses; and so the 
racial division was embittered by reli- 
gious feeling. 

Jesus crossed that line of prejudice, 
and of social distinction as well, and 
ministered to this woman from one of 
the most degraded cities of Samaria. 
She needed to be saved, and He cut 
straight across the barriers of race, tra- 
dition, social position, education—every- 
thing! He was interested in her soul 
need and nothing could stand in His way. 

By our very calling as Christians we 
are (or should be) soul-winners, and so 
we are interested in the manner in which 
Jesus reached this woman apparently 
hopelessly involved in sinful associations, 
a citizen of a hostile nation and an 
adherent of a different religious faith. 

He did it by asking her a favor, and 
as a petitioner put Himself on her 
ground. He was not a distant, learned 
religious leader propounding a bit of 
religious philosophy. He was a tired, 
thirsty man asking for a drink of water. 
At the same time He was the Son of 
God offering her the water of life. In 
Him she was to find all of her tangled 
life made straight, yes, and her 


II. Problems Solved (vv. 27-30) 

Here again we must take the inter- 
vening verses (10-26) into our thinking 
to have the picture complete. The prob- 
lems of the woman of Samaria centered 
in one problem—the sin problem. That 
is equally true of every man today until 
he meets Christ. 

How modern she sounds as she seeks 
to evade Him by raising the race ques- 
tion, and He counters by graciously 
offering her the water of life. Eager to 
avoid her burdensome task of drawing 
water, she is open to His teaching which 
places her (and us) squarely up against 
the eternal and unchanging moral law 
of God. 

Her attempted evasion continues as 
she tries to involve Him in theological 
discussion. It is a common device even 
today—and religious argument gets no- 
where. Those who know little or nothing 
of real spiritual power are so willing to 
argue in the defense of some outward 
religious form. 

Jesus brought her back to the real 
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issue, her own relationship to God. It 
is worth noting for our own instruction 
that the disciples did not interfere with 
what Jesus was doing—and it was not 
long before she recognized Him as her 
Messiah, and her Saviour. 

That inevitably led, as it should with 
us, to the extension of the blessing to 
others, as we find 


Ill. Salvation Declared (vv. 39-42) 

Jesus gave to this poor fallen woman, 
now a redeemed soul, the joy of declar- 
ing for the first time His Messiahship. 
Her testimony was so vital and eager 
that she caused others to come and see 
for themselves, and then they also be- 
lieved. 

Personal testimony is a wonderful 
thing, but the ultimate purpose of such 
witness is to bring other men to a faith 
in Christ as they meet Him. It is also 
true that only a personal experience 
with Christ leads to real assurance, and 
without that there can be no spiritual 
growth or usefulness. 

We trust that many who read these 
words will say, “Now we believe” (v. 42), 
as they also come to know “that this is 
indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world.” 





January 31 
Doing the Works of God 
John 5:2-18 
MEMORY SELECTION: I am come that 
they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.—John 
10:10b 

The follower of Christ who does the 
works of God will have a heart for the 
needy and will do all he can to meet that 
need. That is why the example of the 
compassionate care of Jesus in our les- 
son is set before us on this Sunday as 
a temperance lesson. One of the terrify- 
ing and challenging needs of America is 
to deal with the problem of liquor. 

With an estimated seven million alcc- 
holics in our country in 1951, the total 
by the end of 1954 may well be over 
twelve million. The liquor traffic wants 
us to regard these drinkers as those who 
are sick and unable to observe “modera- 
tion.” We need to point out that the 
sickness is self-inflicted and is the result 
of sin. 

There is no real treatment for an 
alcoholic that gets at the cause of the 
“disease” except the power of the gospel 
and straightforward dealing with the 
sin involved. 

Our lesson presents a man, apparently 
afflicted because of his sin (see v. 14), 
who had a desire to be made whole, but 
was seeking his cure through the help 
of men, which had proved to be a dis- 
tinct failure. Jesus was out on the Sab- 
bath day locking for someone to whom 
He could give His sufficient help. We 
could well emulate His example. 

There are three facts which we should 
keep before us as we go forth in His 
name to meet the need of humanity, and 
they appear quite graphically in the les- 
son. We note that Jesus 


I. Recognized the Need (vv. 2, 3, 5-7) 
Jesus, in fact, sought out the one who 
needed help. So often those most in 
need will not make it known and we 
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should, like the compassionate Jesus, 
seek them out. 

Then He recognized the need, and 
asked the direct question which startled 
this needy but long since hopeless man. 
Men need that today. They may be even 
at “Bethesda” in the church, where there 
is help for sin and sorrow but they are 
hopeless. We must challenge even then 
weak faith and direct it away from man 
to God. 

There is an almost greater need in our 
day, and that is to reawaken the church 
to its social responsibilities as it presents 
a spiritual message. We have delegated 
our charitable help to non-Christian or- 
ganizations and lost a great chance for 
soul-winning. 

Once the need has been brought into 
the open, there is a solution for it, that 
is, when it is brought to Jesus, for we 
note that He 


II. Provided Divine Power (vv. 8-13) 

There are some simple but magnificent 
words here. “Arise” calls on the man to 
do just what he could not do in his 
own strength, but now when the Lord 
spoke, it called him to resolution and 
action. 

“Take up thy bed” indicates that when 
a man believes God and steps out in 
faith, he makes no provision for going 
back to his old condition. He is a 
changed man. 


“Walk” says, “Start on your new life 
right away.” Remember, “a _ candle 
shines as soon as it is lighted.” The 


command of Christ always carries with 
it enabling power. Stand up and walk! 

Knowing as He did the awful pitfalls 
which the world, the fiesh and the devil 
have for a believer, Jesus also 


III. Safeguarded the Future (vv. 14- 
8) 


There was need of both godly living 
and godly courage to meet opposition. 
Too many have made shipwreck of their 
faith on the rocks of careless living, but 
others who have escaped this fearful 
fate have been destroyed by the bitter 
and sinister opposition of unbelievers. 

It is a significant commentary on the 
weakness of human nature that one who 
had suffered thirty-eight years because 
of sin had to be warned against going 
back to that sin as soon as health was 
restored. “Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty”—yes, and of victory, too. 

Notice the definite way in which Jesus 
declared Himself to be divine. He was 
not afraid of those who opposed Him, 
even when they did so under the cloak 
of religion. He met opposition with the 
truth, and with the utmost of poise. We 
are not able to make the divine claims 
that He made, but we are free to claim 
Him as the divine Saviour and our own 
Lord. There is victory in His name! 





February 7 
Christ. the Living Bread 
John 6:48-59, 66-69 

MEMORY SELECTION: And Jesus said 
unto them, I am the bread of life: he 
that cometh to me shall never hunger; 
and he that believeth on me shall never 
thir:t—John 6:35 

Those foolish men who seek to destroy 
the faith of others sometimes make the 


statement that Jesus never claimed to 
be divine. They have evidently not read 
the Gospel of John, for in this brief 
book alone our Lord makes seven divine 
claims, each one beginning with the ma- 
jestic expression “I am.” He is the Bread 
of life, the Light of the world, the Door, 


the Good Shepherd, the Resurrection 
and Life, the Way, and the Vine. 

Our lesson for today presents Him as 
the Bread of life. The background of 
the story is the feeding of the five thou- 
sand with physical bread—a miracle in- 
deed! But man cannot be satisfied with 
bread for the body. He is a spiritual 
being, and must have that spiritual food 
which only God can give. Jesus is that 
Bread. It is a most significant lesson 
we have before us, both for the unsaved 
and for the unsatisfied Christian. Here 
we find Christ exalted as the One who 


I. Satisfies Men (vv. 48-51) 

Men are seeking everywhere for that 
which will satisfy. In their folly they 
often disregard the provision which God 
has made, and try to satisfy their souls 
with the disappointing portions of this 
world. They are like Israel of old of 
whom the Lord said, “My people have 
committed two evils; they have forsaken 
me the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken cisterns, 
that can hold no water” (Jer. 2:13). 

Just as the manna in the wilderness 
(see Exod. 16) was a supernatural pro- 
vision for their bodies, so Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God come down from heaven, 
is the divine and sufficient satisfaction 
for the spiritual life. Nothing will satisfy 
the great and deep soul-hunger of our 
day but Jesus Christ. This is the mes- 
sage we have to bring to a needy world. 
For it is only our Lord who 


II. Saves Men (vv. 52-59) 

Our relationship to Christ as we by 
faith take Him as our Saviour is a very 
intimate one, in fact, it so identifies us 
with Him in spiritual union that we 
lack words to express what is clearly the 
teaching of God’s Word on this subject. 

In these verses we have an unusual 
statement of this truth by our Lord Him- 
self, one which is admittedly hard to 
interpret, but which, when carefully con- 
sidered, yields precious instruction. 

He speaks of His flesh, and this recalls 
that He, the Son of God, “became flesh 
and dwelt among us” (John 1:14), and 
that when He departed unto glory He 
carried that body, in its glorified state, 
into heaven. It was because He came 
and became man that there is any hope 
of redemption for us. Without partaking 
of this truth we have no way back to 
God. 

Then He talks of His blood which 
speaks of His atoning sacrificial death 
on the cross, where He, the Son of God 
and the Son of man, worked out the 
atonement for our sins. Mankind is 
helpless to deal with the sin problem 
apart from the shed blood of Christ. 
“Without shedding of blood is no remis- 
sion” of sin (Heb. 9:22). Here is man’s 
only hope, and what a glorious hope it 
is, and what joy we should have in de- 
claring it 

Here there is eternal life (v. 54). Let 
us be clear that this does not just be- 
token a quantity of life, but a quality. 
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Eternal life is not just the prospect of 
endless existence, for that is true of the 
unbeliever also, going on and on in the 
awful judgment of God upon sin and 
unbelief. There is a quality in eternal 
life which makes a man a changed, 
transformed being here and now, and in 
eternity the glorified child of the eternal 
God. 

It’s a great thing to be saved, and it 
is an unspeakably dreadful thing to be 
lost. The manner in which men accept 
or reject Christ determines their destiny, 
for He also 


III. Separates Men (vv. 66-69) 

Men did not like the kind of thing 
Jesus had just told them. They wanted 
to be fed, to enjoy miracles, to hear this 
eloquent preacher; but they didn’t like 
this talk about blood, so they turned 
away. 

They have their counterpart today in 
the so-called liberals or modernists who 
reject the blood of Christ and set up 
their own little religious system of ethics 
and culture. It all sounds very learned 
and wonderful, but let us face it: those 
who follow this teaching are, with their 
teachers, eternally lost. 

We are glad that the disciples in this 
hour of crisis had the faith and the 
good sense to recognize that Christ was 
the “Son of the living God” (v. 69) and 
the One who had “the words of eternal 
life’ (v. 68). 





February 14 
“Can This Be the Christ?°’ 
John 7:37-44; 8:12-19 
MEMORY SELECTION: IJ am the light 
of the world: he that followeth me shali 
not walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life—John 8:12 

We come today to the very striking 
and instructive story of Jesus’ experi- 
ence at the Feast of Tabernacles. He 
had come to be with His people as they 
remembered how God had delivered 
them out of the darkness of Egypt. The 
joy and fellowship of the feast days was 
thrilling, but they had come to the last 
day, the great day of the feast, without 
real satisfaction of heart. 

Darkness reigned even in these days 
of celebration in the hearts of unbeliev- 
ing men who “sought to kill him” (7:1). 
He had to come to the feast in secret and 
they hunted for him (v. 11). When He 
came into the open and taught in the 
temple (v. 14), they hated Him (read 
the entire chapter). 

Over against their thirst He presented 
Himself as the living water, and against 
the darkness of unbelief He stood as 
the light of the world. Here was God 
meeting the need of men. Here they 
had, if they had only been willing to 
believe, the answer to all their questions, 
the very Christ. 

The lesson presents some interesting 
contrasts as 


I. Water Meets Thirst (7:37-39) 

In their great feast of thanksgiving 
one of the symbolic customs was the 
pouring out of water to remind them of 
the water from the rock in the wilder- 
ness. As they rejoiced they called to one 
another in the words of Isaiah 12:3: 
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“With joy shall ye draw water out of the 
wells of salvation.” 

But their thirsty hearts were not satis- 
fied, for the fulfillment of this type could 
not come exeept in the coming of Christ 
and the outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 
And now, though they did not recognize 
Him, the Christ was there. How glorious 
He is, and how good is His word as He 
offers them the rivers of living water. 

Are you thirsty? The Master is here 
today with the only water which can 
refresh and satisfy your soul. Come and 
drink! 

Wherever Jesus came there were ques- 
tions, differences of opinion. To those 
who truly desire the answers, 


II. Truth Meets Questions (7 :40-44) 

No man can remain neutral about 
Jesus Christ. He Himself said, “He that 
is not with me is against me” (Matt. 
12:30). That should be a_ shocking 
thought to those who think they can 
take a “middle of the road” attitude. 

Notice how much the people of that 
day were like those of today. Some ad- 
mitted Him to the standing of a prophet, 
a great religious leader, but no more 
There is no life in such a confession 

Others wanted to argue about Him, 
and they lost the truth and all the bless- 
ing in their discussion of His origin and 
His position. They are still with us to- 
day and want us to think them to be 
very religious, when all they have is a 
debating society. 

Some believed. Blessed faith! How 
good it is that there are always those 
who in open-eyed wonder and warm- 
hearted devotion say, “This is the 
Christ.” 

The feast is now over. The ceremonies 
and the symbols are put aside for an- 
other year. The lights that were lighted 
in the great candelabras have been ex- 
tinguished. Now Jesus has a word to 
say as 


Ill. Light Meets Darkness (8:12) 

Hatred, darkness and sin seemed to 
rule supreme that morning as Jesus 
came into the temple and sat down to 
teach. The struggle with the unbelieving 
Pharisees, the sad plight of the woman 
taken in adultery had accented human- 
ity’s darkness (8:1-11). What does the 
Master have to say now? We have here 
another of His divine claims as He says, 
“T am the light of the world.” 

Thank God! There is a light that 
shines in the dark place, a true light 
that leads men on to joy and victory. 
The lights of religion, philosophy, social 
reform, science, education, culture have 
all failed to light man on his way to 
heaven. God sent the Light, His Son! 
Those who receive the Light are saved, 
those who reject are lost (read John 
3:19-21, 36). He’s always so when 


IV. God Meets Men (8:13-19) 

The poise and power of our Lord, His 
overwhelming glory as He calmly meets 
the attacks of men. draw out our devo- 
tion and our determination to follow 
Him. 

We know in our hearts that He is God, 
but is it not a delight to see Him so vic- 
toriously meeting the opposition of those 
who should have been most eager to 
help Him. A passage like this does not

man, a fine young man who came to 
Jesus. Jesus, seeing him, loved him. But 
there was one thing wrong. He had done 
many good things. He had kept this, 
this and this commandment of the law. 
But Jesus said, “One thing you lack.” 

His trouble was not that he had great 
possessions, but that those possessions 
occupied the foremost place in his life. 
Jesus said, “Go and sell that thou hast, 
and give to the poor ... and come and 
follow me.” In other words, the Lord 
told him to choose between Him and 
these things. 

Will you serve God, or will you serve 
this life? Will you serve the flesh... 
will you live for this life, or will you live 
for eternity? We read that the young 
man made his choice. He went away 
sorrowing, for he had great possessions. 

Lift up your eyes! Don’t be preoccu- 
pied with the things of this life, for 
Jesus said, “The fields are white ... the 
night cometh.” 

Moses endured because ne had his eyes 
on God. There is the secret for us.. The 
young man failed because he had his 
eyes on his possessions. John said, “Love 
not the world. neither the things that 
are in the world.” 

Why are we so concerned with things? 
Why are we preoccupied with clothes, 
homes, cars, food? They are only tem- 
porary. Someday you and I are going to 
come to the end of the road, and if God 


gives us our consciousness and our fac- 
ulties to think and remember at that 
time, do you suppose that we'll be lying 
there thinking, “During my lifetime I've 
had it good. I’ve always eaten the best, 
I’ve worn the best of clothing. My 
friends, my associates, my work have all 
been in the best of circles.” Or will we 
be saying, “Thank God for this one that 
I’ll see in glory. Thank God for that 
Sunday school class I’ve had the priv- 
ilege of teaching. Thank God for the 
ministry of prayer in which the Lord 
has used me.” 


+ WE have tools to use—our personal 
testimony and our ministry in prayer, 
our church and Sunday school, our Bible 
class, rescue missions, our foreign mis- 
sion boards, our special meetings, our 
child evangelism classes and many others. 
God forbid that we use them half- 
heartedly. 

Did you ever see a child use a ham- 
mer? He holds it close to the head. But 
a carpenter holds his hammer right 
down at the end so every blow he makes 
drives with the greatest force. God for- 
bid that we get less than the maximum 
force from the tools He has put in our 
hands! Let’s take the tools and use 
them.

Glimpses of God’s Work — 


GI’s in Germany 
By Jan J. van Capelleveen 


was tired when I sat down in the 

second-class compartment of the Am- 
sterdam-Frankfurt train. I had traveled 
all day, having had meetings in the 
flooded and still isolated areas of Hol- 
land. Opposite me sat a civilian, and 
near the windows, two GI’s. They hung 
more than sat in their corners, looking 
dreadfully disdainful. 

First the two soldiers tried to sleep, but 
too many customs officers and conductors 
came by. I, too, was trying to get a little 
rest and could not help listening to their 
conversation. 

For hours they talked about women 
and girls. One fellow spoke at length on 
how he had taught his younger sister 
to go to dances and burlesque shows, how 
he gave her a first drink of liquor, how 
he helped her stay out late. Every sen- 
tence was filled with curses. Everything 
was cursed—his sister, his luck, his re- 
sponsibility, the good and the bad of a 
soldier’s life—nothing seemed to be ex- 
cluded. 

The man opposite me looked at them 
with scorn. “Grown-ups that didn’t ma- 
ture!” he sneered. “America is a country 
of children that want to govern the 
world!” 

Many thoughts crashed through my 
mind. Is this the result of two years’ 
army education? Is the average GI in 
Germany loose in his talk and loose in 
his morals; tempted and led astray by 
every temptation postwar Europe has to 
offer? 

At 11 o’clock we arrived in Frankfurt 
and drove to the home of Walter Frank, 
Youth for Christ representative, through 
a rain that fell drearily on the somber 
ruins of a nation destroyed by moral 
decay more than by an enemy army. I 
found myself wondering again whether 
my own country, Holland, and the United 
States were following in Germany’s path. 
The days which followed brought me an 
answer, especially with respect to Amer- 
ican GI's. 


+ One night we attended a Frankfurt 
GI rally, one of those held mainly for 
servicemen. The meeting had already 
started when we arrived, and a young 
woman corporal was leading a good sized 
crowd and singing. I counted about 130

young people, mainly fellows, but also a 
goodly number of teen-age girls, both 
Germans and daughters of service per- 
sonnel. 

There were two speakers. One, a Ger- 
man Baptist, brought a fifteen minute 
message in German. The other, Captain 
Dale of the Salvation Army, spoke in 
English. About seven years ago he came 
from England to help set up a new Sal- 
vation Army work in Germany. He has 
never been back to his country because 
of a constant lack of funds. 

After the invitation it was hard to get 
away. I sensed an enthusiasm among 
these soldier boys which is seldom found 
in the average rally in the United States. 
Everyone stopped everyone else; all had 
to shake our hands and in their grips 
was the promise, “We will go on with the 
Lord. He is blessing us and we want to 
live for Him.” 

The GI’s in this area, I found, really 
know how to give sacrificially. Last 
Christmas, for example, they asked Bob 
Hopkins of the Navigators (who had been 
helping them in Bible study and per- 
sonal work) to take devotions at their 
Christmas party. To his great surprise 
they handed him a check for $1,000 to 
buy himself a car for the work. They 
had been pushing this project for more 
than three months. Some sacrificed fur- 
loughs and trips to foreign countries. All 
of them gave gladly to help Bob get the 
gospel out and build young people as 
soul-winners. 


+ THE next Sunday morning we went to 
Heddernsheim Chapel. I always thought 
the chaplains held their services in some 
old barracks room, but not so here. I 
was amazed to enter the nice clean 
chapel with its various Sunday school 
classrooms filled with boys and girls and 
older people. Any country church would 
“jump a hole in the sky” at having such 
quarters. 

Every class had its own teacher, a 
serviceman or woman, and all had excel- 
lent material. I attended a class taught 





by a major, who gave an excellent pres- | 


entation of the apostle Paul and his 
conversion. The work at this chapel is 
really bearing fruit. On Easter Sunday 
eighteen young people and GI’s stepped 
forward, professing Christ as Saviour. 

Immediately after Sunday School the 
morning service began. Most of the sol- 
diers who attended, I found, were family 
men with wives and children who had 
come from the States. If the preacher 
had not been in uniform, as well as the 
men’s quartet and most of the congre- 
gation, one would have thought himself 
somewhere in Kansas, Iowa or Indiana. 
The sermon was not a great one, but I 
was impressed by the earnestness of the 
speaker. His message did not come from 
his mouth in the first place, but from 
his heart. 

The chaplain himself had just had a 
hard week. For eleven years he and his 
wife had prayed for children, and they 
were so happy that they were to have a 
child of their own in addition to their 
three adopted children. But when their 
child had been born, it lived only four 
hours. 

I was reminded that such chaplains do 
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not have an easy task. Perhaps it is true 
that a few do take things easy, but the 
evangelicals who really preach the Word 
are constantly beating their heads 
against a wall of indifference, unbelief 
and moral degradation. Satan is all too 
ready to push them even farther down 
into hopelessness, fruitlessness and de- 
spair. They need your prayers just as 
much as your missionaries wherever they 
may be. 


+ In the evening I went to Christ 
Chapel, another little GI church | in 
Frankfurt. I was sorry to miss George 
Bennett, the Negro boy who really is 
the heart of this group. He was away 
on a speaking engagement. A young air- 
man, Virgil Collins, led in his place. A 
year ago he had arrived in the area and 
had been assigned a bunk above the 
president of YFC at that time. Though 
he had been the kind of fellow who runs 
around quite a bit, it wasn’t long before 
he had come to the Lord. 

It isn’t easy to step out for Christ in 
the service. It has to be all the way or 
not at all. The lukewarm are soon 
dragged down into the moralless life of 
young fellows with too much free time 
and too few real responsibilities. This 
is the reason the percentage of converts 
who really go on with Christ is much 
higher in service than elsewhere. It is 
remarkable how many of these GI’s are 
planning on going to Bible school or 
college and then into full-time service. 

This became evident during testimony 
time, when I noticed a deeper tone than 
in many a young people’s meeting. None 
of the fellows spoke about their conver- 
sions. They had newer experiences with 
the Lord, and 90 per cent of them cen- 
tered around the opportunities they had 
been given to testify. Everyone of them 
realized they were more than Christian 


soldiers; they were missionaries, they 
had a calling and a task. 
After the meeting was over, we took 


two of the fellows home. One was an 
older man who had found his Saviour 
in a weekday service in Denver, Colo., 
through the ministry of his chaplain. 
Often, this man said, it was difficult to 
stand the continual cursing crowd around 
him, but the open Bible which lies be- 
side his bed twenty-four hours a day 
has already been a testimony and has 
opened many opportunities to witness for 
Christ. 

This man is only one of many in 
Frankfurt, and in Wiesbaden, Stutgart, 
Darmstads and other cities. In such 
places, wherever enlisted men are situ- 
ated, there are those GI’s who even more 
are enlisted by Christ and are on fire for 
their Commander-in-Chief. THE END

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Visual Evangelism 
By Winfield C. Arn 


F you or your church own any visual 

aid equipment, here’s a way to put it 
into “full time” service. 

A “new” concept for reaching the non- 
Christian in outdoor evangelistic services 
has been gaining momentum. It empha- 
sizes appealing to the whole man through 
the eye as well as the ear. The result is 
a deeper and more lasting impression for 
the Christian message. 

This approach—that of using sight as 
well as sound—was used in Bible days. 
The entire Levitical system of the taber- 
nacle, priests and feasts, gives evidence of 
the importance of the visualized. The 
prophets also proclaimed by action as 
well as speech God’s message. Such ex- 
amples as Jeremiah and the potter’s ves- 
sel, Hosea and his unfaithful wife, Jonah 
and the gourd are all illustrations of 
visual aids to reinforce a message. 

Christ’s life on earth was a visualized 
message of God’s love. The Lord’s supper 
and baptism are visualized experiences 
used to convey a spiritual message. All 
these things emphasize the effectiveness 
of visual aids in proclaiming God’s Word. 

The modern application of this time- 
proved principle is being found in the use 
of today’s audio visual equipment. One of 
the most successful outdoor evangelistic 
services the writer ever witnessed was a 
meeting which applied this principle. The 
program consisted of a twelve-minute 
showing of a Christian 16 mm colored, 
sound motion picture, projected from the 
trunk of one automobile on a small 
screen mounted on the roof of another 
car. The film carried with it a positive 
evangelistic message, which, because of 
the novelty of the presentation as well as 
the quality of projection, attracted large 
crowds of people, many of whom would 
have by-passed the usual outdoor service. 

Young people offered gospel tracts to 
those who left before the completion of 
the film, and to the entire audience after 
the showing. Because of the transient 
nature of the crowd, the film was re- 
shown five or six times in one evening. 
Many responded to the invitations to 
receive Christ as Lord and Saviour. 

A similar audio-visual presentation is 
also possible with a slide or filmstrip 
projector, accompanied by a spoken mes- 
sage. This medium has the added ad- 
vantage of proceeding at the pace the 
speaker desires, as well as allowing more 
flexibility in presenting the message. 

Not only is visual evangelism an effec- 
tive way to present the truth, but there 
are rewards for those who participate. 
An enthusiastic young person put it this 
way: “I’ve never enjoyed participating in 
open-air work so much before; nor have 
I seen it as effective.” 

We have only just begun to discover 
the many uses of this approach in pre- 
senting the gospel message. In highways 
and byways there are those who need the 
message of Christ presented in a posi- 
tive, forceful way. Visual evangelism will 
help you and your church to reach and 
win the lost.

HILE this is not a book of Bible exposition, God 
is always in the background.

The present volume is the first in the series, 
covering the letters of the alphabet through 
the letter “G,” and setting forth eighty-four 
conspicuous titles, names and offices of 
Christ. 

The writer displays considerable gift in 
the discovery and presentation of the de- 
scriptive titles given to the Lord. He rightly 
recognizes that human language is entirely 
incapable of presenting the excellencies of 
our wonderful Lord and Redeemer. It is 
his intention that good will come to those 
who follow reverently these meditations. 

One wonders, however, why the author 
chose this title for his book. The Bible is 
God’s inspired book. If the terms describ- 
ing the rd Jesus Christ are therefore 
God’s words, they are correct and it would 
be improper to call them indescribable. 
Certainly the names and titles of Christ 
clearly describe Him. The difficulty is not 
in the description, but in man’s lack of 
capacity to perceive their meaning. One 
wonders what descriptive titles of our won- 
“o Lord will be found under the letters 
Q, X and Z! P.B.F. 





THE MAKING OF A PREACHER, by W. w. 


Melton. Zondervan Publishing House, 
Grand Rapids. 150 pages, $2.00. 


This book is packed full o yo grea sy com- 
mon sense especially adapted to the needs 
of the young minister, as indicated by the 
topics treated, such as “The Decision to be 
a Minister,” “Preparation for the Ministry,” 

Gifts’ Ethics,” and “Developing One’s 


It is a pleasure to commend this to those 
for whom it is intended. However, two 
strictures are offered. First, the title and 
contents are out of alignment. Much is said 
about the minister and little said about the 
preacher. Second, there is inexactness of 
terminology. Just one example thereof is 
submitted. “If you are a preacher you are 
God’s prophet” (p. 27). This statement is 
followed by the statement, “The preacher 
is both a prophet and a priest.” 

The prophet receives his message direct 
from God. No prophet therefore has ap- 
peared since the days of the apostles, and 
Jesus Christ is the only mediator between 
God and man. Evidently this has been an 
inadvertent statement of the author. 





GREAT IS THE COMPANY, by Violet 
Wood. Friendship Press, New York. 167 
pages; cloth, $2.50; paper, $1.25. 

This is the thrilling story of Bible transla- 
tion. It includes a graphic recital of the 
work of John Wycliffe, William Tyndale, 
Adoniram Judson, William Carey and Hen- 
ry Martyn in translating the Bible. The 
book was originally published in 1947. In 
the 1953 edition the story of Bible transla- 
tion is brought up to date to include, along 
with the accounts of translators at work in 
recent years in preparing Bible translations 
for nes mission fields, the story of the 
Revised Standard Version of 1952. 

The author, an editorial writer on the 
staff of the University of Illinois Press, de- 
scribes the preparation of a Bible trans- 
lator, and the preparation of Bible transla- 
tion manuscripts for publication by the 
American Bible Society. There are certain 
references to which conservatives would 
take objection, as for example references to 
alleged late-dating of the writing of certain 
Old Testament books. wy 


SEX IN CHILDHOOD AND YOUTH, by 
Alfred Schmieding. Concordia Publish- 
ing House, St. Louis. 158 pages, $1.85. 

Beginning with a discussion of “Why 
Bring Up the Question?” the author shows 
that there is a pervasiveness of sex in mod- 
ern civilization, and that the child and 
youth will get a sex education even if the 
home, the school, and the church ignore the 
problem. 

One writer has commented that the book 
goes far beyond the usually overplayed 
“where babies come from” and attempts to 
cast light on the emotional feelings of chil- 
dren and young people. All of this is done 
in a reverent and Christian spirit by the 
academic dean and chairman of the depart- 
ment of education and psychology at Con- 
cordia Teachers College, River Forest, IIl. 

e book is intended for parents, teachers, 
and counselors, with emphasis upon the 
parents. The author believes that if sex 
instruction is taken out of the category of 
the taboo as well as out of the area of 
frenzied overemphasis, results will be bet- 
ter. All such instruction should be tem- 
pered by love and affection. 

This is a Christian guidebook by a teacher 
whose earlier books, Understanding the 
Child, Pre-Counseling Inventory, Parent-

STORIES FOR THE CHILDREN’S HOUR, 
by Kenneth N. Taylor. Moody Press, Chi- 
cago. 190 pages, $2.50. Forty-eight stories 
that should appeal to children of kinder- 
garten and primary ages make up this vol- 
ume. Each story may be read aloud in three 
or four minutes, and each emphasizes a 
Scripture verse that children of this age 
should know and appreciate. At the close 
of each story, several questions are pro- 
vided for the listener or reader. All of the 
narratives emphasize the gospel or some 
phase of Christian life or activity. 


WITHIN THESE BORDERS, by John R. 
Scotford. Friendship Press, New York. 152 
pages; cloth, $2.00; paper, $1.25. There has 
long been a need for such a book as this, 
which gives a brief but comprehensive view 
of one of the largest minority groups in this 
country—the Spanish-speaking Americans. 
The volume is written in a readable style, 
and as an over-all survey it is very well 
done. It does not go into detail about the 
many Protestant activities among those of 
Mexican, Puerto Rican, and Cuban ances- 
try, but it provides an abundance of good 
background material. 


AFTERGLOW, by William T. and Clara 
Reid Renison. Exposition Press, New York. 
119 pages, $2.50. Reflections on the human 
aspects of this minister’s life present the 
reader with intimate glimpses which some- 
times border on adventure, again on adver- 
sity, but which frequently end in humor 
and laughter. The wife contributes her 
share of the autobiographical sketches in 
an effort to reveal a happy family dedi- 
cated to the service of God and man. 


JUNIOR STORY TALKS, by Marion G. 
Gosselink. W. A. Wilde Co., Boston. 128 
pages, $2.00. Here are forty story talks 
stressing the “red letter” days of the year. 
Each theme is prefaced with an appropriate 
Scripture text and often includes a choice 
verse of a hymn or poem. A fine collection 
that should be a real asset to all who work 
with juniors. 


THE SCARLET PLUME, by Constance 
Savery. Victory Press, London. 158 pages. 
An interesting story, set in the time of the 
Huguenot persecutions in France. The plot, 
which has a touch of romance in it, shows 
the remarkable result when an unwanted 
child is befriended and brought up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. 


RIVALS OF BROADACRES, by Peter 
Fraser. Victory Press, London. §2 pages. 
A boy who is a brilliant student but weak 
physically spends a year on his uncle’s 
farm. His difficulties there are eventually 
solved when he makes Christ the Captain 
of his life. He later leads his bullying 
cousin to the Lord. No longer rivals, they 
plan to go to school together the next year. 


GLENN AND BILL AT PROSPECT 
POINT, by Ruth Cording. Moody Press, 
Chicago. 63 pages, 50c. Glenn, a regular 
summer visitor at Prospect Point, awaits 
cousin Bill’s arrival with little anticipa- 
tion. Bill, a Christian and a noted violinist, 
proves to be a good sport and the boys get 
along famously. As a result of the prayers 
of his mother, aunt and Bill, Glenn is 
finally saved. Splendid reading for high 
school young people.

the carnal Christian to mistake his own 
inclination for the impelling power of the 
Holy Spirit. It should always be borne in 
mind that the Scriptures were inspired 
by the Spirit (II Tim. 3:16) and that He 
never leads to an action contrary to a 
scriptural principle. 

The choice of the right road is some- 
times rendered more difficult by the pre- 
sentation of many possibilities, but the 
one whose life is entrusted to Christ 
confidently leaves the problem to his 
Master. The great Livingstone claimed 
Psalm 37:5 in times of doubt: “Commit 
thy way unto the Lord; trust also in 
him; and he shall bring it to pass.” 

The solution may come in many ways, 
but frequently the various courses which 
seemed possible are either rendered im- 
practicable or are completely removed, 
and the hand of God is clearly seen 
arranging the very circumstances of life. 
Such external conjunction of events is 
quite plainly due to His working alone. 
There is always the potential danger, 
however, that the individual may be 
tempted to manipulate circumstances for 
himself and then attempt to convince 
himself that the result is God’s way and 
leading. If the arrangement of circum- 
stances is to be taken into account in 
seeking guidance, God’s hand must have 
ordered them. 

We cannot underestimate the value of 
others’ experience and spiritual wisdom, 
and the counsel of godly men and women 
may often open our eyes to the right 
action to take in times of perplexity. 
But since all men are fallible, all such 
acivice should be tested by prayer and the 
Scriptures. 

Guidance is naturally a personal mat- 
ter. We cannot walk with confidence in 
the light given to another; there must 
be direction for ourselves. Perhaps the 
principal difficulty is our reluctance to 
do God’s will when it is made known to 
us. So often our personal inclination is 
to follow a different course, and we pray 
for light in the hope that God will 
change His mind, or else we search dili- 
gently for a verse which will excuse us 
if we do what we want to do. If we seek 
to know God’s will, we must be prepared 
to do it. Happiness lies along the lighted 
road; unhappiness dogs the steps of the 
man who chooses his own way. THE END

and lasted only a half hour. After a few 
choruses had been sung, I repeated the 
purposes and principles of the retreat, 
announced the rising bell for 7:00 a.m., 
a voluntary prayer meeting at 7:30, and 
breakfast at 8:00. Hot drinks and re- 
freshments were served after the meet- 
jing. 

I recall the misgivings that beset me 
as I retired that first Friday evening. 
If the Holy Spirit did not move some 
time during the week end, the retreat 
would be a complete failure. We didn’t 
have any catchy program to fall back on. 
I hadn’t even brought any sermon out- 
lines along. I had planned, yes, quite 
carefully, but everything was dependent 
on God’s doing something. Had the re- 
treat fallen through, great, indeed, would 
have been the fall of it. I think, now, 
that the simplicity of the program and 
the absolute necessity for God to mani- 
fest His presence was the secret of its 
success. We had made no provision for 
God to fail us. 


Saturday morning. About 9:00 o’clock, 
after the breakfast dishes were all 
washed, we gathered around the fire- 
place again, and I talked about funda- 
mentals. We discovered in later retreats 
that this hour could best be spent in 
producing unified individual thinking 
along the theme of the week end. At our 
latest retreat, for instance, I handed a 
pencil and a copy of Norman Grubb’s 
Continuous Revival to each individual, 
with the request that the book be read, 
underlined and annotated during the 
next hour. Then we spent the following 
hour discussing it. I closed with a sum- 
mary and a request that they think it 
over during the afternoon. 


Saturday afternoon. Recreation was 
planned to be more than just a diversion. 
Our group recreation did as much as 
anything else to cement the youth to- 
gether. It is surprising how barriers can 
arise even within a local church. Bar- 
riers lead to misunderstanding and to 
lack of appreciation of the problems of 
others. 


We gave the entire afternoon to recrea- 
tion. We discovered how important it 
is to plan recreation carefully so as to 
include everybody in one general locality. 
“Spiritual” and “worldly” young people 
got together for the first time in many 
a month in wholesome recreation, and 
obviously nobody was contaminated. Al- 
though not a word was said about it, I 
could not help recognizing a new sense 
of understanding at the evening meal. 


Saturday evening. The high point 
came Saturday evening. This has been 
true in every one of our retreats. Begin- 
ning at seven o’clock, I simply conducted 
a frank, down-to-earth experience meet- 
ing. I laid aside my natural reserve and 
shared some of my deepest longings with 
my young people. I told of my victories, 
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struggles and defeats. I tried to be seri- 
ous, human and absolutely honest with 


them. 


+ As I concluded, I invited the young 
people to respond frankly to what I had 
said. There were various expressions, 
testimonies, and confessions. Individ- 
uals were soon asking one another for 
forgiveness, and before long someone 
expressed a desire to accept Christ. 
Whenever an individual need was ex- 
pressed, we put everything else aside and 
dealt with that matter. 

The atmosphere became more and 
more intense, and yet there was a blessed 
freedom and peace about it all. I found 
myself searching my own soul with con- 
viction and being completely broken. 

I learned much from that meeting, and 
from others like it. There was no tug- 
of-war tension such as often develops 
during the invitation in a more formal 
service. We were not out to get results. 
We were relaxed and content to let the 
Spirit work; and He did. 

We learned the value of silence. It had 
been suggested at the beginning that 
we should not be afraid of silence. We 
did not want some talkative person to 
try to fill up the silences with mere 
words. We learned that it isn’t necessary 
to be praying or talking or singing all 
the time. After we lost our fear of 
silence, it didn’t seem oppressive any 
more. 

I tried deliberately to keep the meet- 
ing from becoming charged with emo- 
tion. There is always the danger that 
such a meeting will give way to melo- 
drama and become a complete farce. Yet 
how could we keep from being moved 
emotionally at a time like this? I think 
I learned the true value of tears. It is 
a testimony to the close supervision of 
the Holy Spirit that I cannot remember

Your prayerful cooperation will enable 
us to reach even more for Christ. 
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Sunday morning. After the Sunday 
school hour, spent in group discussions 
conducted entirely by the young people 
themselves, we gathered for the morning 
service at 10:45. Here we talked about 
the impressions of the evening before. 
We dealt at some length with scriptural 
and practical helps for daily living. I 
sought emphatically to discourage the 
idea of “tanking up” on spirituality, or 
“taking home the blessings we have re- 
ceived.”’ On the other hand, we stressed 
the importance of continuous living 
through continuing the new relationships 
begun on the basis of a continuing close 
walk with Christ, and closer under- 
standing with one another. 

Sunday evening. The Sunday evening 
service was considered to be part of the 
retreat, but it was held back in the home 
church. It didn’t make any difference 
that I was too tired to preach. The 
abundant testimonies coming from the 
so-called “lost generation” took up the 
entire time. I have never seen a church 
audience as electrified as the congrega- 
tion at the Sunday evening service clos- 
ing our first retreat. 
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anything ever being said that was out 
of place. 

In these meetings no one dared pre- 
sume to be a spiritual specialist or to 
judge anyone else. I learned that I was 
as much at fault for the low spiritual 
tone of the church as my people were. 
I learned that I needed their nearness, 
their prayers and their confidence at 
least as much as they needed me. 


+ IT was past midnight when we finally 
dismissed the meeting and had talked 
and prayed together with those who 
wanted individual conferences. I spent 
most of the remainder of the night 
thinking about what to say the next 
morning.

Often the pastor himself may discover 
that he as much as anyone else has been 
in need of the kind of experience I have 
described. I must confess that this was 
true in my own experience at our first 
retreat, for I, too, was missing some- 
thing. No young person present, I am 
sure, received greater benefits than did 
their pastor. THE END

was having luncheon the other day 

with the personnel director of a large 
manufacturing concern. Quite naturally 
1 asked about the state of business. 

“Terrible!” he exclaimed. “We are 
busy, but we need experienced help. 
Plenty of people come in who think they 
are experienced, but they turn out to be 
pretty raw amateurs.” He shut his eyes 
for a moment and almost groaned, ‘Oh, 
if only we could get experienced help! 
Then we could realiy get rolling in high 
gear!” 

“Experienced help needed.” Is not 
that the great, desperate need in this 
business of getting out the gospel, of 
being an effective witness for the Lord 
Jesus Christ? I verily feel that the Lord 
has hung such a sign, for years, before 
the door of many a church! 

We have those in our churches, our 
societies, our classes, who, when it comes 
down to this vital business, are worse 
than amateurs. The time has come when 
they should be teachers, and as stated 
in Hebrews (5:12) they have need that 
one should teach them again. The time 
has come when_they should be out on 
the highways and byways of life, and 
they are still content to remain within 
the safe confines of the Sunday sanc- 
tuary, protesting, “Really, I can’t do 
it .. . let George do it.” And “George” 
doesn’t turn out to be much better. 

That is the tragedy of our day. They

may be experienced in anything and 
everything else, even in religious work. 
They may be leaders in their church, 
and have much to do with local affairs, 
but can they sit down beside a poor sin- 
ner and point him to the Saviour?

After all is said and 
done, are you a bottleneck rather than 
a blessing? 

And what is the “experience” required? 
The experience which really counts is 
that of truly entering into the passionate 
plea of Paul’s, “That I may know him” 
(Phil. 3:10), the experience of being able 
to cry out from the very depths of the 
heart, together with the saint of old, 
“T have only one passion, and it is HE!” 

Any other kind of experience, after all, 
must take second piace. Learning comes 
after loving. Work comes after worship. 
That long, loving look by faith, with 
the whole-surrendered heart, into that 
blessed face, with its resultant trans- 
formation, will prepare us to occupy till 
He come; to work and to redeem the 
time in the evil days.

From the YS Editor 


Say friends... 
. it won’t be long now until we must 
remember to change the last digit on 
the date ... this time it goes from a 3 
to a 4. To many of us, that is just about 
all the first day of January means. There 
is no particular reason it should mean 
any more than that. True, it represents a 
new year, and for that reason it might 
be a logical time to “turn over a new 
leaf,” “list some resolutions,” or “take in- 
ventory.” But unless a person really 
means business and goes about it with a 
true desire to make it count, the whole 
thing is a farce. It would be interesting 
to know if anyone ever really improved 
through these varied New Year methods. 
But what can the first of January 
mean to a Christian, if anything? Know 
what the word “January” really means? 
You Latin students should know that the 
word came from Janarium or Janus. 
Janus was an ancient Roman deity—a 
god of gates and doors .. . thus repre- 
senting beginnings. This god Janus was 
represented by two faces, which probably 
meant the two sides of a door. 

Suppose we think of January as a door 

. remember it has two faces. One 
side of the door closes on the past or 
the last year, and the other opens on the 
future or the new year. What if it were 
possible to close the door on last year 

. all the mistakes ... the wrongs... 
the failures, and open to a new life of 
joy, peace and doing just those things 
which please our Lord? If January 1, 
1954, could mean that, it would be some- 
thing, wouldn’t it? Well, it can! Accord- 
ing to the Word of God that is possible! 

I John 1:9 tell us: “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” [See explanation of ‘“con- 
fess,” Golden Nuggets, p. 43] That takes 
care of closing the door on '53. Psalm 
37:5 promises us: “Commit thy way unto 
the Lord; trust also in him; and he shall 
bring it to pass.” There’s the other side 
for '54. 

Try it! Let the door close with the 
word “confess” written on one side and 
the word “commit” on the other... it 
will be a New Year you will never forget!

TEEN-AGERS TACKLE 


the “Impossible” 


HEN a group of live-wire teen-agers 

are too busy to think about Christ- 

mas parties, New Year’s Eve dates, 

vacation plans and all that goes 
with the holiday season, it’s worth look- 
ing into. For the story back of this un- 
usual traverse of tradition we take you 
to Memphis, Tenn. 

It is 2:59 pm.—one minute before the 
bell that will send hundreds of teen-agers 
pouring out of the doors of Tech High. 
A small group of fellows and girls with 
arms loaded with literature wait in fear 
and trembling. To most of them this is to 
be a new experience and they do not 
know what to expect from their class- 
mates. Then ... the bell, and seconds 
later the little group is surrounded by 
surprised and skeptical teen-agers as the 
leaflets are grabbed and scanned. 

“Let’s make this Christmas a Christmas 
for Christ .. . Big youth mass meetings 
in Ellis Auditorium Dec. 29-Jan.3 ... 
Pray for these meetings and give us a 
hand.” Words such as these caused even 
the most scornful to raise an eyebrow of 
respect at the ones who had the courage 
to risk the jeers and contemptuous grins 
of their buddies. 

The leaflet distribution was just one 
of the methods used by the Teen-agers 
for Christ group to let the high school 
crowd know about their plans for city- 
wide teen-age meetings to be held during 
the Christmas holidays. 

In addition to the 30,000 mimeographed 
letters which they were distributing 
around the high schools, there were let- 
ters to pastors, newspaper publicity and 





posters. One preacher remarked when 
told of the plans, “There isn’t a church 
in the area that would attempt to com- 
pete with the holiday festivities by sched- 
uling a revival, but these teen-agers will 
not only try it, they’ll do it!” 


+ TEEN-aGERS for Christ made its debut 
less than a year ago, when a handful of 
fellows and girls led by sixteen-year-old 
Don Johnson decided the Memphis area

portion of 30,000 letters to be distributed. 
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needed a Christian radio program that 
would be leveled at teen-agers (see Teen- 
agers Tune In, July YouTH SUPPLEMENT). 
So with a few cents saved from odd jobs, 
put a vision and zeal that could not be 
stopped, the handful has grown to around 
two hundred and fifty. 

In the past few months the radio pro- 
gram has attracted the attention of 
young people all over the mid-South 
area. Letters are received regularly in- 
viting the group to appear in churches. 
During a Memphis series of meetings the 
Associated Press ran a story, and letters 
came in from all over the country. 

Recognizing the need for spiritual 
growth in the group, Don opened his 
home to a Bible class, and sixty or more 
teen-agers gather each week, sitting on 
the floor for informal Bible study. 


+ On fire with the conviction that 
Christmas should be centered around 
Christ, they signed up for the 2,500-seat 
hall of Ellis Auditorium and planned a 
six-day post-Christmas revival campaign. 
When asked how they intended to pay 
for the hall, which costs $125 a day, one 
teen-ager answered, “We’re just going 
ahead on faith. We know the Lord wants 
us to do it. We’ve all prayed about it, so 
believe He will supply the money.” 

Carrying out their slogan, “From Teens 
to Teens,” the group has planned a pro- 
gram to be conducted by the teen-agers 
themselves. Don Johnson has been sched- 
uled to do the speaking, with special 
music from talent in the different high 
schools. 

Representing almost every denomina- 
tion in Memphis and coming from nine 
high schools, the group is not bound by 
ritual or form. But under the capable 
leadership of Don, whose faith is based 
on the solid foundation of the Word of 
God, the group stands for the “old-fash- 
ioned” gospel of salvation through the 
blood of Jesus Christ. 

So the outlook is that as this issue goes 
into the mail Memphis will be hearing 
this message in special post-Christmas 
meetings ... and that whether in testi- 
mony, song or sermon, these young folks 
will be using every talent they possess 
to convince their buddies that Jesus 
Christ was born that they might know 
real life. THE END

Set a definite study time, one that is not rushed or interrupted, 


It is not uncommon for young people to be unhappy 


in their Christian experience, but it is unnecessary! 


AS anyone ever suggested, “Let’s 

pray,” and you didn’t want to? Ever 

heard a friend say, “The Lord sure 

worked this out!” and you doubted 
it? How about the testimony you gave 
that didn’t ring true inside? 

You felt awkward and uneasy. Out- 
wardly you went along, but your con- 
science was making you a liar. You 
resolved to “do better” and “be better,” 
but like the notoriously ineffective New 
Year’s resolution, your good intentions 
died a quick death. 

There are uneasy moments like that 
in the lives of many teen-age Christians, 
when the right and customary action 
looks radical, when Christianity seems 
“foolish” or “too demanding.” 

Perhaps in a Christian environment 
you feel obligated to behave and talk in 
a certain accepted way. But you can’t 
do it honestly, and something tugs at 
your heart and makes you feel miserable. 

When those uneasy moments pile up 
into days and weeks and months, you 
begin to evade the spiritual aspects of 
life. There’s a strained relation with 
family and friends; the temper is short, 
the conscience sensitive. For the Chris- 
tian who is spasmodically or chronically 
uneasy about his faith is more miserable 
than the unsaved. 


+ THEN what’s the answer? It’s simpler 
and closer than you think. For if you're 


aware of that heart’s tug, you're ready 
to admit your need to get closer to God. 
And here’s how. 

The Navigators, specialists in helping 
Christians to grow up, diagram the ideal 
Christian life by the wheel (illustrated 
on following page). See how it works? 
Christ, the hub, is the center of our life. 
The rim is our daily living entirely con- 
trolied by Him. Notice the supporting 
spoke connecting us with Christ—the 
Word of God. The spoke reaching up to 
Him—prayer. And subsequent by-prod- 
ucts of this solid connection—witnessing 
and obedience to God. 

Without the supporting spoke, the 
Christian life collapses and becomes use- 
less. If other spokes are weak or missing, 
the wheel of life hits bumps, bogs down 
in ruts, and swerves off the path. 

If you’re miserable, you’re in a rut, my 
friend. And to get out you’ve got to re- 
build your wheel—starting today. The 
key is, being grounded on the Word. 


+ Tuts takes more than skimming the 
Sunday school lesson or glancing at the 
spot where your Bible falls open each 
night before bed. It requires daily study 
of God’s love letter to us and concen- 
trated conversation with Him. Some peo- 
ple call it the quiet time. 

There is much more about this key to 
joyful Christian living than space here 
permits. Find a competent person to help 
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The Wheel 





you further, but here are some basic 
suggestions to start you off. 

Set a definite study time, one that is 
not rushed or interrupted. I think you'll 
find early morning best, even if it means 
less sleep or a few minutes less for home- 
work. Seek a place, private if possible, 
quiet, and free from distractions. Select 
beforehand a portion to study. Decide 
to follow through a short New Testament 
book, perhaps at first a chapter a week. 
Whatever your goal, stick to it. 

Each day complete a written study 
project. For instance: Monday—best 


verse. Write why it means the most to 3 


you. Tuesday—verse for application. How 
did you “use” a command or dwell on a 
promise? Wednesday — problems. List 
them and seek answers from other verses, 
books, and persons. Thursday—cross ref- 
erences. Enrich your study by verses of 
like subjects found elsewhere. Friday— 
simple summary or outline. This helps 
you remember the chapter content. 
Saturday—briefly written prayer inspired 
by your text. 


+ Prayinc isn’t easy either. But God 
longs to give us the desires of our hearts, 
and urges us to believe Him for things. 
If your mind wanders and you run out of 
things to say, start thanking God for 
everything you have because of Jesus 
Christ. 

Just for a start, see if you can pray 
for five solid minutes, talking out loud. 
You'll be surprised how much you can 
accomplish in this initial attempt. 

Have you ever tried writing down re- 
quests—changes you need in your per- 
sonality, victories for your life, people 
that need prayer? Leave the back of this 
paper blank for writing the answers. It’s 
thrilling to see how God answers your 
petitions. Remember God’s promises for 
prayer too. Even Paul admitted that he 
didn’t know how to pray, but assured us 
that “the Spirit maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. And [Christ] that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit . . . maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God” 
(Rom. 8:26, 27). 

It won’t be easy to stick to your guns. 
For opposition from Satan begins when 
a Christian gets down to business. But 
a few slips back into the old misery is 
enough to prove that a sloppy, slip-shod 
Christian life cannot compare with this 
vital daily experience with God. 

Resolutions to “do better”? What good 
are they? If you are grounded in the 
Word, that uncomfortable tug at your 
heart will disappear. This overhauled 
wheel will start to roll and roll smoothly, 
and your life will ring true both inside 
and out. THE END 
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ISTINCTIVE Dialogues” ... “Publicity 
Playlets” ... “Life Savers” ... “On 
the Party Line”... “Santa Clauses” 
—sounds like a course in contest 

competition, but actually, it is all part 
of a new interest-catching technique that 
has been developed for young people’s 
programs. 

Even the name of the outfit—Christian 
Workers Service Bureau* —has_ been 
streamlined to CWSB, and young people 
all over the country are finding new life 
in their meetings because of packets of 
leaflets that come through the mail. 


+ FIFTEEN years ago a fellow by the 
¢name of George Santa was struggling 
é along with young people’s programs, just 
> as many of you are doing. He knew the 
meetings lacked that certain something 
3 that clicks with young people, but he 
® could not put his finger on the trouble. 
So George started trying new ideas. 
Using the trial-and-error method, he met 
with some success and developed more 
new ideas and techniques. Now, after a 
successful ministry with young people, 
3 George Santa, along with some twenty 
helpers, is packaging Christian education 
ideas and distributing them to hundreds 
of pastors, Sunday school teachers and 
young people’s workers. The materials 
are planned and prepared separately for 
two age brackets: junior groups, ages 6- 
12, and teen-agers, 13-19. : 
With refreshing originality and eye- 
catching illustrations, the idea packets 
contain fully planned programs, pub- 
licity aids, devotionals, party plans, ob- 
ject lessons, chalk talks, playlets and a 
wealth of other helpful materials. 
When a leader has the CWSB packet 
clipped away in his notebook (all ma- 
terial comes in loose-leaf form ready for 
a notebook), thumbing through the pages 
will usually bring to light the help he 
wants. If he is looking for something 
different .. . a new way to put some 
Christian living truths across, he can 
turn to the section in his notebook called 
“Distinctive Dialogues.” There he will

find a detailed program with a complete 
copy for each participant in the dialogue.

Everything from 
publicity to refreshments is planned out 
for him. If it is the meeting itself that 
has him stymied, he is all set with the 
section on “Meeting Plans.” 


+ WHILE comparatively new (CWSB was 
launched less than a year ago), many 
subscribers have already written express- 
ing their appreciation for what the serv- 
ice has done for their young people. 

Although CWSB was Santa’s “baby,” 
and much of the work is his own, he is 
assisted by Edeth E. Jenkins, former 
Christian education director of the 
Wheaton (Ill.) Bible Church. His con- 
tributing editors include such well-known 
Christian education leaders as Harold E. 
Garner, of Moody Bible Institute, Chi- 
cago; Wendell P. Loveless, pastor, musi- 
cian and author from Wheaton, IIL; 
Roger J. Voskuyl, president of Westmont 
College; and Charles J. Woodbridge, 
Fuller Theological Seminary. 

George Santa himself has an unusual 
background of experience in young peo- 
ple’s work and writing. In addition to 
having several books on Christian educa- 
tion to his credit, he is experienced in 
radio and script writing, having written 
for such films as the Moody Institute of 
Science picture, “Dust or Destiny.” So 
Santa knows whereof he speaks when he 
says, “Most churches make every pro- 
vision for their Sunday services, but they 
treat their young people’s programs and 
other youth activities as an orphan 
brother. We must champion the cause of 
youth work in our churches, for our 
young people are our leaders of tomor- 
row.” 

CWSB is Santa’s contribution to this 
great need.

I, gang! January brings a new year and a new theme for 
Il to-earth, down-to-business study of the Bible. 


WHY THE BIBLE?—First Sunday 

First of all, what does the word “Bible” mean? The Book, 
not just a book, but the Book. 

Now, why did God give us the Bible? To give us knowledge? 
No, other books can give us far more head knowledge—books 
on history, geography, science, archaeology. To teach us how 
to prosper in business? No, though some have studied the 
Bible with the aim of learning better methods of business pro- 
cedure. To entertain us with poetry (as in the Psalms) and 
prose? No, not primarily, though there is no finer literature 
found than in the Bible. 

The Word of God was not given to increase our knowledge, 
but to show us the way to heaven and to guide our conduct. 
When Jesus was with His disciples on earth, He spent three 
years teaching them exactly how to live the Christian life. 
Now that He has returned to heaven, the Holy Spirit is our 
teacher, and He teaches us through the Word. In it God re- 
veals His will for our future as well as our present. He tells 
us how we are to conduct ourselves as His children in a world 
rebellious toward Him. 

Is there any verse in Scripture which gives us an outline of 
the entire Bible? II Timothy 3:16: “All scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness.” 

The word “doctrine” means teachings. God gave us His 
Word in order that we might know the great teachings about 
God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Spirit, sin, salva- 
tion, sanctification, the Church, prophecy, and other similar 
subjects. But His Word is also given to reprove us for our 
sins, to show us how to correct these errors, and then to in- 
struct us in the ways of righteousness. 

It is important to know what we are looking for when we 
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study our Bibles. If when I take a trip I use one of the 
regular road maps showing cities and highways, I would see 
very little except the highways and cities designated on my 
map. But if I should use a tourist guide map, which would 
draw my attention to certain scenic and historic spots along 
the way, I would see much more, because I would be looking 
for more things. 

The same is true in Bible study. If we look for doctrine only, 
we will find doctrine only. But God tells us that He wants us 
to look for reproof as we study our Bibles. In other words, we 
should expect that He will reprove us of certain sins in our 
lives as we study His Word. We are also to look for ways of 
correcting our errors, and we are to look for instruction as 
to how to live the Chrstian life on which we have entered. 


THE TEACHING CONCERNING GOD THE FATHER— 
Second Sunday 

God is my Father if I am saved. If I am not saved, Satan 
is my father (John 8:44). (Someone has said that if a saved 
girl marries an unsaved boy she gets a dead man for a husband 
[dead in trespasses and sins, Eph. 2:1] and the devil for her 
father-in-law. Study II Cor. 6:14-18.) 

Jesus always referred to God as His Father. What was the 
first thing recorded in the Bible that Jesus ever said? (Luke 
2:49.) 

Because God is my Father He loves me (I John 4:16). How 
is God’s love made known to me? (In blessings. List as many 
as you can.) 

Because God is my Father, He has to chasten me at times 
for my own good. A wise father always disciplines his children. 
Search Hebrews 12:1-11 to answer the following questions. 

1. Which verse tells what our reaction is to our Father's 
chastening? (v. 5) 

2. Is every child of God to expect chastening from God? 
(v. 6) 

3. Which verse tells that if we receive no chastisement from 
God it is a sign that we may not really be a child of His? (v. 7) 

4. Which verse tells why God chastens us? (v. 10) 

God protects me at all times as a loving father protects his 
children. God will not allow Satan to harm me in any way 
without His express permission. Job 1 and 2 tells us of this 
great truth. One young person might give a report on these 
chapters bringing out Job’s successive trials, why God per- 
mitted each one, and how He limited each trial (see Job 1:12). 

We see from Job’s experience that God does not allow Satan 
to test [tempt] us above that which we are able to bear. Read 
and discuss I Corinthians 10:13. 


DOCTRINE OF GOD THE SON—Third Sunday 

The Lord Jesus Christ is my Saviour. Did you ever think 
why His name is threefold? Jesus means Saviour. Lord means 
Jehovah or God. Christ means the Anointed One, or our com- 
ing King. Have you taken Jesus as your Saviour? There is no 
other way to heaven (John 14:6). 

Satan offers many substitute ways to heaven, because he is 
the great imitator of God. How many of his substitute ways 
of salvation can you name? (Good works, church membership, 
living a good moral life, giving money to Christian works, using 
your talents for the Lord, praying, reading your Bible, con- 
fessing your sins to someone, getting baptized, partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper, hoping to the end, etc.) Good as these things 
are, they are not the means of becoming a Christian. Now 
discuss the importance of John 14:6. Be sure you have chosen 
the correct way. 
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Jesus is my friend if . . . Study John 
15:10, 14. Jesus is not speaking of the 
Ten Commandments here, but of the in- 
struction which He has given us in the 
New Testament for our Christian life. 


Jesus is my example of obedience to 
God, my heavenly Father (I John 2:6; 
Heb. 5:8; I Pet. 2:21; John 13:15). Re- 
member, we are not saved by living as 
good a life as Jesus did; but after we 
have been saved He tells us td follow Him 
as our example. Jesus was obedient to 
God in every circumstance. We are ex- 
pected to be obedient to God in every 
circumstance in the same way. Now study 
Matthew 26:39. 


GOD THE HOLY SPIRIT—Fourth Sunday 

The Holy Spirit is my guide (John 
16:13). He is a Person and should be 
referred to as “He” and not “it.” 


God the Father walked with Adam and 
Eve in the garden of Eden. Jesus walked 
with the disciples when He lived thirty- 
three years on our earth. But now the 
Holy Spirit has come down from heaven 
and lives in the hearts of all believers 
(I Cor. 3:16). We should learn to know 
Him and to obey Him. 

He indwells us (Rom. 8:9). 

He baptized us (baptism of the Spirit) 
into the true Church, the Body of Christ, 
the day we were saved (I Cor. 12:13). 


He has sealed us unto the day of re- 
demption (Eph. 1:13). 

He is working in our lives to bring 
forth fruit unto God. Let us check our 
spirituality by using God’s check chart 
(Gal. 5:22, 23). A spiritual Christian has 
nine important virtues in his life. Check 
yourself honestly. Do you have love in 





your life, joy, peace, etc.? Try to improve 
your weak spots. God is able. 


SATAN, GOD'S ENEMY—Fifth Sunday
